Wash!noton, Feb. 22.—The big men 
representing the great National Democratic 
party met here to-day, bad a big time, and 
did their w-ork well. Tbo beautiful parlors 
of the fashionable Arlington were crowded 
from early until late to-dAy. and an immeuse 
amount of talk was indulged in. , The con¬ 
test for tho place narroweu down to » hicago 
and St. Louis, and the fight wo* close and 
hot. J[ could count for Chicago this morn¬ 
ing on the first ballot the same number of 
votes that I counted last night, just 
15, and the result of tbo fir»t bal¬ 
lot proved the accuracy of the 
canvass. St. Louis showed two votes more 
tnan I reckoned lo»t light and Loui&vtlle lost 
tw'o. The result of the selection, howevl-r, 
surprises no one well posted. It was next to 
a certainty that Chicago would wiu, though 
it w-as well known that Mr. Morrison’s friends 
would make a despcraie struggle for St. 
Louis. Of coui-se there w as no chance from 
the start for Louisville, and it only received 
tlie votes of Texas, Kentucky and California. 
Nearly the solid West voted for Chicago, os 
did half of tiie Southern States. 

There is really but little significance a* far 
as the candidates are concerned about the 
selection of a place, though the friends of 
Ex-Senator McDonald to-night seem to be 
better satUfied than the friends of the other 
candidates. It will hardly be denied that 
the friends of tho old ticket, Tiiden and 
Hendricks, preferred St. Louis. At a lead¬ 
ing hotel loot night a prominent Denu»crat 
was heard to remark that St. Louis should 
be the place and Tiiden the man. The time 
agreed upon last uigbt for the holding of tho 
convention was the last week in June, and 
that was no fixed to day, but subsequently 
reconsidered and July 8 fixed. 

This was done upon the earnest *olicitation 
of niauy Democratic members of Congre s, 
who urged that if it was put off until the tint 
of July, or thereabouts, Conxresa would be 
able to get through its Luomes* and they 
could attend. 

The ucisit work of the committee Is given 
in the press dispatches. Ouiside ' f a little 
sorenesa from our 8t. Louis friends^ the work 
of the committee is received with .Lvor, 

Col. Johnston. Mr. McHenry. Judge 
Thompson, Mr. Roach, Mr. Triplett, Mr. 
Cox and Mr. Muldoon, of Kentucky, did all 
in their power for Louisvill*. but it wa* up¬ 
hill woik.

New Orleans, Feb. 22.—The anniversary 
of the birthday of the “Father of Hi* Coun¬ 
try’’ ha* been an eventful one in the Cres¬ 
cent City, the city of Hex and of Moraua. 
The uavailing of the statue of Gen. Lee, at 
Lee Circle, Ht. Charles street, took place to- 
dav. The ceremonies wore interrupted by a 
ram-storm. The Detroit Light Infantry ar¬ 
rived in time to take part. 

New Orleans has now four splendid monu¬ 
ments—the Jackson, tho Clay, the Franklin 
and the Loe—and is soon to have the fifth, 
the “Murgaret.” 

The Lee monument towers above all 
others, and stand* in 8t. Charles street, 
about seven square* from the Clav statue, 
which is in Canal street, at the foot of 8t. 
Charles street, but the two are not visible 
from each other, owing to a deflect at 8t. 
Charles Hotel. The Franklin statue stands 
in Lafayette squure, between These two. 
The Jackson statue is near the Clay. The 
Margaret is to be in honor of a benevolent 
old lady, «mre a resident of the city. 

The ceremony was opened with prayer by 
Rev. B. M. Palmer, of the Presbyterian 
church. It was characteristically able aud 
appropriate. 

Mr. H. F. Requler, of the Daily Picayune 
staff, delivered the following poem in a vivid 
style, aud it received marked applause:

Washington, Feb. 22.—Mr. Shearman’s 
“hour” to dAy contained 05 minute*, and lie 
could have spoken twice (hat time without 
any difficulty, U« seemed to enjoy himself. 
He fairly reveled in figures and facts, and 
he was listened to attentively by Chairman 
Morrison and Messrs. Hurd, Mill*., ilerbeit 
and Blackburn. Judge Kelley and Mr. 
Hewitt were Loth absent, and so Mr. Shear¬ 
man found comparatively plum sailing. 

Continuing his statement about the ratio of 
labor to the first coit of tho manufactured 
product. Mr. Sheuntmu arrived at the con¬ 
clusion that it bear* the same ratio to rent, 
interest, profits, etc., that simple interest 
b ar* hi compound interest, and any deuiai 
o^tins conclusion, he said, would lead to 
manifest and monstrous absurdities. All tin* 
talk about the u>-co»>ity of duties to protect 
labor is designed to deceive American 
workingmen, he declared. He denied that 
British manufacturer* de-ire to see the Amei* 
lean tariff abolished, and he knew from per¬ 
sonal conversation with such an eminent 
Englishman as Jos. Chamberlin that thev 
feared tue repeal of the tariff would hurt the 
British export trade. 

Mr. Hiscock de»ircd to know why British 
manufacturers oppose the Colonial tariff* 
aud Mr. Shearman replied that the British 
colonies were not able to manufacture 
enough for home consumption, and tlieif 
tariffs were, therefore, a barrier to the Brit¬ 
ish export trader. Mr. Sbvarman boldly de¬ 
clared that free trade would advance the 
wages of American workingroeu twenty-five 
pui cent., decrease the profits of manufar 
turers and redme the prices of manufactured 
articles to consumers. 

On the*e propositions he Iwame elo¬ 
quent, and hi* demonstrations of their 
truth wt-re convincing. In support of 
his proposition that a protective tariff de¬ 
presses wages, while free advances them, 
Mr. Shearman declare*! that since tbo free- 
trade policy of Great Britain was adopted 
wage* have increased 75 per cent, iu that 
country; that operatives in cotton and 
woolen manufactories are paid higher to¬ 
day in Great Britain than in the United 
(Slaves. 

He said t^at since Germany bad adopted 
the protective system wage* bad declined 
throughout the Empire except in one or two 
places which were visited by Robert U. Por 
ttfr, and where wagrs w.*ra advanced on re¬ 
ceipt of news uf his arrival. Mr. Bheannun 
aud that Mr. Porter had failed to take into 
account, in his calcinations, the superior in¬ 
telligence r»nd greater productive capacity 
of American workingmen as compared with 
those of other countries. This fact alone 
rendered unnecessary compensatory duties 
in order to equalize Hie scale of wages of the 
Unite 1 States with that of Great Britain, 
Franco and Uermauy. 

He declared Unit the condition of the 
working clashes in Great Britain had stead 
iiy improved since duties were removed, 
and that the condition of au intelligent, 
sober und Industrious working man in 
England io-dnv is quite ah good as that of 
his counterpart in America. Mr. Shearman 
then drew a picture *4 tue improvement in 
the gondiMoii of Ireland since tue free trade 
policy wn* adopted there, wiving: “Wages 
have advanced Iroui 100 to *UM> percent., 
aud although the prosperity of Ireland is 
not yet ail that could 1 m desired, her people 
me in a more pre*sj>erous condition than over 
before.” 

it u a fact universally admitted, accord 
ing to Mr. Shearman, that wa-es in the 
United Statabhave fallen 23 ;>er cent, in ibe 
last tour years. He quoted the Tribune and 
Joun Jnrrett ns hi* authority for hi* state 
in*-nt. The present depreauou re due to the 
tariff, and Mr. Shearman believes that it 
should at once be nb *iuibed. “If that could 
l»e done,” said he, “we would be willing to 
have the Government pav a bounty for a 
term of year* to our lords and m isters in 
Pennsylvania,” 

He heartily approves the Morrison bill, but 
would like to have it amended so a* to put 
all metadicore*, scrap lion, wool, lutpLer, 
silt, fl ix, hemp, jute and tin-pluto ou the 
free list. 

R. R. Bowker. journaiUt and publisher, of 
New York, made a short and earuext sjieech 
indorsing Mr. Bhearman’* views on tariff. 
.Mr. Bowker is a young man. Ho demand* 
five trade in tho name of the young men of 
the country, "ho regard this question as tho 
uiom imp >rtaut one in politic-. 

Some questions by Air. lllscock elicited 
the luforraati.it> ibat the New York Free- 
trade Club, by whose authority Mr. 
Bowker’* demand was made, ha*, a meiut*ei- 
ship of about 300; that King’s Couuty Free- 
tmde Club has about 500 member*. Mr. 
Bodinc, a manufacturer of gia-s bottles, 
made a strong argument in favor of that in¬ 
dustry ami against any reduction of duties 
The tca>ons given were substantially the 
*arno a* those mi built led by the manufac¬ 
turer* of window-gl&**. 

Chairman Morn>ou is disinclined to grant 
any more time for buariug.*, but it is prob¬ 
able thut the Louisiana sugar unm will l*o 
given nn opportunity to present their rea¬ 
sons against the reduction of sugar duties. 
Representative Cannon, of Illinois, in whose 
district the flax industry is au important 
one, will aLo submit a statement in opposi¬ 
tion to the proposed transfer of jute butts to

MORE CLERKS WASTED 

BY CONTROLLER LAWRENCE, THAT THE 
BUSINESS OF HIS DhpAtirXICNT MAY BE 
QUICKLY DISPOSED OF.

Washington, Feb. 22.—A coramitee of 
the Tobacco Board of Trade of Baltimore, 
Messis. William A. Boyd, William Oelinger, 
Herman Ellis, W. J. Sneeriuger, L. H.

Luge and rmad, lurougnoui tne country, who 
have had the udsfortti'.t* to lo**- their Hlocka to 
trade. iiiciuiJing distilled nuiriis, by atvidcund 
fire. In view of the fuot* herein recited. I am of 
the opinion (but the bill in qucstiou sliouli not 
become a law.

TOKAR SURRENDERS. 


Th« Garrison. Harassed to Despera¬ 
tion by the Rebels, Give Up 
the Unequal Fight. 


Bismarck’* Action In the Lasker Mat 
ter Still the Subject of Much 
Comment.

OTHER FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Losdos, Feb. 2*2.—The Daily Telegraph 
reporta the surrender of the garruon at 
Tokar. The times confirms this report. 

The Suakiiu dispatch says: Five soldier® 
who arrived froiu Tokar report that the 
rebel*, besetting the t.»wn, kept up a con¬ 
stant fire with artillery end rifles. Tuesday 
the garrison recognised the necessity of con¬ 
ferring with the rebels, and Wednesday Ya 
koob and Maccaivi Effendi, Chief of Police, 
with a Sergeant of artillery, went out and 
ccufpnod wi:h the rebels. On returning 
they Informr l the garrison that they must 
surrender their arms Thursday. Many sol¬ 
diers murmured at this, anti a large propor¬ 
tion of them escaped during tho night. 
Tokar was surrender* I Thursday, a* hod 
be*n arranged. 

The garrison at. Kassala is reported to be 
l,.VX) strong, with sufficient supplies to last 
a fortnight. 

The greatest excitement prevails through¬ 
out London and its Parliament at the news of 
the surrender of Tokar. The ministers are 
only able to confirm tue special dispatches. 
It is not believed the rebel* put tb© popula¬ 
tion to the ord, for it is understood the 
conditions of surrender provided that their 
lives should bv spared. 

Karl Uranviile has a dispaloh from the 
British Consul nt Suakiw to tue effect that 
only those uf the garrison of Tokar who had 
wives surrendered to Osman Digua. Tho re¬ 
mainder are trying to reach Sunkim. Gen. 
Graham, commander-in-chief of the pro¬ 
posed Tokar relief expedition, has announced 
by telegraph bis arrival at .Suakim. He 
states that no report of the actual surrender 
of Tokar had y«?t been received. Troope 
were being massed at Trinkitat with the ut¬ 
most rapidity. 

A L-nirodispatch says: “Twelve hundred 
British troops are now' at Suakim and 3,200 
at Trinkitat. The Governor *»f Ka-ula favors 
El Mahdi, and would rather evaluate the 
town than fight him. A portion of the Khar¬ 
toum garrison has left town. Thirty-nine 
hundred blacks remain at Khartoum and 
8,000 at Sennanr A ferment was cau^d m 
the native quarter of the bazaar here to day 
by a rumor that the EngUbh bad been de¬ 
feated. " 

1 he ministerial conference on tho fall of 
Tokar was short, end an adjournment was 
taken until Vo-rourrow. pending the receipt 
of further confirmatory advice*. The .Sec¬ 
retary of State Sir \Var atterward had a 
consultation at the war office with tue Duke 
of Cambridge an l t Jen Wolsrely’s nd jut ant 
generals, who reported tbu ti<n. Wukly 
adviH-s that the campaign be continued 
against Osman Digum, in ordar to prevent 
the rt.-bvb from marching north u|>on llerlrer, 
and that a detacbtneui be sent to relieve 
the garrison at Ka-ala. G»*n. Gordon hu* 
telegraphed io*t ruction* to Admiral Hewett, 
commander ui Sanknn. Pi mil a conference 
of the Sheiks of the tribes between Suaknu 
and Mavowab for the purpose of arranging 
terms of peace, and also to ask < i .mau Digme 
to meet Geu. Gordon at Khartoum. Ad¬ 
miral Hew ©t t not seeing ms way clear to act 
upon the instruction*, referred the dispatch 
to the home government. 

A i.airo dispatch says everything indi¬ 
cate* that the Egyptian officer* at Tokar pre¬ 
ferred to Mirreuder to the rebels rather than 
tho Christians.

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

TH* HOUSK OF LORD* AGREE..*? TO THE A r- 

POtXTMKXT OF A COMMISSION OR TBS HOUS¬ 
ING OF 1 HR POOR. 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—The House of Lord* 
ngrecd to Manpiis Salisbury’s motion to ap¬ 
point a Commission on the Housing of the 
Poor. The Prince of Wans addressed tho 
House on the subject. He said he had been 
impressed, as all classes had been, regarding 
the condition of the poor. Ho was gratified 
that a royal commission had been appointed 
to look into the matter. He took the live¬ 
liest interest In the question, and felt flat¬ 
tered at being appointed a member of ihe 
Com mis* ion. The subject was not totally 
unknown to him. None could say the labor¬ 
er's ujKtn his Norfolk estates were ba ily 
housed. The Prince s speech was received 
with choens. 

Parnell’s amendment condemning the 
Government’s policy in Ireland was debated 
in Common* (hi* morning. O’Donogbue, 
Liberal, censured tho Parnellites, and ac 
cusod Parnell of haring humbugged and 
gammoned Irishmen with promises which 
were never realized. It was by such means, 
he said, that the Faroe 111 tea had obtained 
power. Although he had separated himself 
Irom the Parnelntes, he denied that he had 
changed hi* political opinion*. O’Dooogbuo 
vindicated the action of tho Government in 
Ireland. 

Purnell’* amendment was rejected, 81 to 
30. The address then pa«*e t. 

Speaker Brand announced bis resignation, 
and said he should have wished te dm in the 
service of tho House, but that the body had 
n right to expect hi* full services, which his 
health forbade.

New Orleans. Feb. 22 .—Cremation is n 
thought now receiving serious consideration 
in the "Crescent City,” and boldly sand¬ 
wiches iUelf among the subjects of Mardi 
Gras, the Leemouument unvatling, the great 
coming Exposition and the possible overflow. 
New Orleans, over ail other cities in the 
United State*, seem* to demand inciuoration 
of the human body. It tf a hundred milts* 
to th© nearest high |>oint of land. The earth 
is peculiarly moist a short distance under the 
surface. The cemeteries within the city ere 
already crowded. The city has annually a 
long list of pauper burials. The character¬ 
istic above-ground tombs are at lua*t not 
aids to a fine sanitary condition. 

These considerations, with others equally 
forcible, have set the people lo thinking, and 
the result has been the advent of a crema¬ 
tion society. 

This society was formed last month, and 
comitate of several hundred members, em¬ 
bracing most of the prominent physicians 
and many lawyers, merchants and other 
business men. Tho President is Dr. Felix 
Foriuento and the Secretary aud Treasurer 
is Mr. Eugene Levy. 

It is tho province of this society to estab¬ 
lish a crematory. At a session of the society 
Inst night Mr. B. R. Forman, formerly of 
Kentucky, Chairman of the Memorial Com 
mittvo. presented a memorial to be submitted 
to the City Couucil. Tho memorial, which 
is to be priuted aud circulated for the signa¬ 
ture* of ci izens, prays that the Council elose 
to further mtorment all intcrinural cemete¬ 
ries, and authorize tbo cremation of ail hu- 
mau bodies that die in the small pox hos¬ 
pitals. aud ail others that are to be buried at 
tho expense of the city. 

The memorial, in support of its prayer, re¬ 
cites:

It fljured conspicuously when 
shot and shell were flying thickest around 
Bpotsylvutiia, in the Wilderness, ot the second 
battle of Manassas, at Spartnu-burj, and 
its proud, Inmihur folds, floating over the 
brave oid KigLth Georgia, tilled Beaure¬ 
gard’s heart with Joy as its followers rushed 
to his rescue ut stormy Petersburg. 

The oid Mag i* torn and taUered and 
stained with as brave Soutneru blood as ever 
flowed in vim* of mortal. It is the proper¬ 
ty of CoL E. J. Mug ruder, who fought 
tinder its lobla until Ins regiment wa*. pre¬ 
sented with a n©w flag, which was at Rich¬ 
mond in tne fad of 1H04.

CHIMB AT C IS Cl X* ATI. 

A Family of Throe I'nsona Murdered to 

FumUh Kubjrrl* For a viedlrnl < olle^e. 

Cincinnati, 0., Feb. 22 — The examina¬ 
tion of the bo be*» of the Tavlor family, 
found in the Ohio Medicul^'nllege la«t night, 
shows that all three have been murdered, all 
the bodies showing unmistakeible »igus of 
violence, the skulls of Taylor and his wife 
l>uing fractured. Whether the family wa* 
murdered for money or the dis-eciing table 
is not known, but the general bedef is that 
they were Lilia I for the latter purpo*e. Tire 
boure where lb j Taylors lived was a desolate 
*pot, half a mile from a neighltor. Allen 
ItigaJl*, Jeff Lout, Richard IngalL and Bob 
Johnson, all colored, residing iu tire vicinity 
of the murder, have been arrested, sus¬ 
pected of being the perpetrators of the 
crime. 

Marshal Brown, of Avondale, ba* l»een 
th© moans of discovering the bodies of the 
Taylor family in tho Ohio Medical College, 
and causing the arrest of four colored men 
named in a previous* dKpatca os the murder¬ 


er*. Th© bodies were received at the Med¬ 
ical College Friday nigut. Dr. Kilby, Dem¬ 
onstrator of Anatomy, says he knows the 
men who brought the bodies to the college, 
but does not know their name*, as such busi¬ 
ness H always done with a* little ceremony 
as pov,nble. He had no suspicion thut they 
were murdered until Marshal Brown Identi¬ 
fied them, and Ire found the skulls crushed. 
The colored men arrested ore not openly 
known to be resitrr©cttoui»U. but there has 
been uncertainty about how one of them 
supported himself. The examination begins 
at Avondale to-morrow. 

Richard lugalU, one of the men arrested 
for th© murder of tbo Taylor family at 
Avondale, bus made a statement to-night to 
the effect that John Harris, a mnn he never 
knew until last Friday, engaged him at 5 in 
the* afternoon to assist in taking bodies to 
tue Medical College, And fixed th© place of 
meeting on the turnpike at 0 o’clock. Thev 
met and shortly uflcr a man with 
a wagon came along, whom he does not 
know. They drove a short distance, whan 
Harris pointed out the bodies in a f**nee cor¬ 
ner in sacks.

New York. Feb. 22 .—This morning th© re- 
muiiia ot D©l^*n/ and comrades were taken

(To the Editor of the Courier‘Journal.] 

Hahtkord, Ky., Feb. 14.—A* there 
seems to be an evident desire fur some kind 
of a bankrupt law, and the probability of 
th© passage of such a law, I venture to offer 
some suggestions in relation iheroto, hoping 
that the suggestions which I shall niako will 
be regarded as neither impracticable nor 
Utopian. The insolvent laws of tb© several 
Btate* are either so defective or so widely 
different that some uniform system is imper¬ 
atively demanded. However so much a 
debtor may be bound morally to his creditor, 
so far as the legal Lability is concerned, it 
has long been conceded that the honest 
debtor should be relieved of hu liabilities aud 
his assets ratexbly and fairly distributed 
among his several creditors. 

The interest of tho creditor is to get an 
even snare of the debtor’© estate, and lire In¬ 
terest of society is that buitnau capacity and 
judgment should not remaiu through a long 
course of years ob•cured by a l >ad of iu 
(tabledness. A» between tne citizens of the 
several States there is such a mingling of 
affairs ar.d bustm*ss interests some kind 
of a uniform system to deal with ius*dvenU 
is absolutely necessary. So far as the 
creditor i» concerned bis chief iuterest isth.it 
lus debtor’s estate >buuld ire fairly odintni*- 
tered upon, nritber robbed u«r ea:©u up in 
hligvUt *n. Tne country creditor always 
consider* thut bedde his debt, there is 
bet worn himself and debtor sumo moral 
obligation* from which the debtor 
can not and ought not to b© discharged save 
by cash payment. A* between business uion, 
however, u failure is a business transaction, 
th© result living that at the cud of tho 
year the profit and L>s* account re earned 
over and charged up to the expense account, 
tho further ru uit being that, by way of in¬ 
creased cost, those who ar© solvent pay tire 
debts of tiio-ie who are insolvent. Hence, 
while not realizing tire fact, tbe coireumors 
ar© as vitally interested ill a uniform system 
of bankruptcy a* either individual creditor 
or debtor 

Bu, iu looking after a fair share r»f an in- 
solv^nt ©slat* for tliw creditor, it is equally 
imp. run: that a fraudulent debtor should 
not avail himself of a law not framed fur 
his benefit. - 

J List now, I have no doubt, the business 
men of Kentucky are considerably mixed h* 
to whether our meager insolvent ! iw or tire 
repealed baukrupt law must scientifically 
reduced then several debts to obscurity. 
Under the bankrupt law assets went where 
the wood bin© re supposed to twine, and as it 
is now. a confidential friend, called for want 
of a better mini© un assignee, becomes ad- 
nitnUtrator da bonia non. whore action*, 
like the imnce of God, p.iss©.* understanding. 

A bunkrupt law, to meet approval, must 
relieve the debtor, fairly divide tb© a*reu 
and prevent fraud upon tire part of tue dob or 
ami in the divitdou and handling of th • fetalo. 
Will th© Lowell bill recently intro lured iu 
Congress meet these demands! 1 un*»w©r not 
©veil remotely to. It is so strung* after ull 
our experience that we still rely upon un¬ 
usual puiii&hiUHUt* to prevent crime and 
wrong. I am uti-bl© lo * • that t >20 Lowell 
bi*l subs'untuLy does more than this. If the 
door of fraud is umd© to swing upon conve¬ 
nient hnues, what though capital punuh- 
meut wei© enacted, somebody will push the 
door open and crowd through. 

To meet with success a bankrupt law 
must approximately ntnk© fraud imiM’&dUie. 
Hcie 11 wa* that th© !a>t law wa* a failure, 
and here it is the Lowell bill i< a failure. At 
to officer*' fees, thev may b? and should be al» 
soiutriy fixed and limited under any system. 

But how shall we remove temptation and 
render fraud measurably impossible! By 
using the Biate Court* to administer a na¬ 
tional bankrupt law. Uuder the old law 
fraud wa« the rouitof th© situation. Uud»r 
tn© Lowell bid th© situation remains un¬ 
changed. Tho creditor re Iu New York, the 
United 81 ates Court is in Louisville, th© Reg¬ 
ister at Owensboro, tire baukrupt ot Hart- 
foixl. Thu court i* 150 miles from the Regis¬ 
ter, the bankrupt midway betweeu, tire cred¬ 
itor 700 miles from either. Now observe the 
modus operand!. The debtor files his petitiou 
ill tiaukruntry. If fraud exists it wnl most 
likely b© know n in tho county of his resi¬ 
dence. Tire New York creditor is informed 
by a local attorney that th© bankrupt has 
not mads a full and fair surrender 
uf his property and the attorney is directed 
to resist lb© discharge, liow shall he do so! 
To commence before the Register h© must 
travel seventy*ih*o mile*; to make a motion 
iu court he must go an equal contrary dis¬ 
tance, j ny the exjrensos of witnesses—their 
per dietu and lus uwn expenses. Tbo credit¬ 
or’* claim re too small or tho bankrupt's as¬ 
set* too meager to justify this. The conse¬ 
quence of ull thU U everytbiug goes by de¬ 
fault, seeing which, in tne general estima¬ 
tion, th© bankrupt's ©*fat© re treated us pub¬ 
lic plunder—flotsam and jet&am. It is not 
within th© range of possibility to adopt a 
successful bankrupt law, unless this situation 
be changed. Iu my judgment it can onlv 
b© cut©god by n natiurml bankrupt law. ad'- 
uimreuured m Hi© State courts. A petitiou in 
equity, with equity proceedings therein: a 
1 muster uf the estate to the Master CoiiimU- 
*iouer, subject to control by a majority uf 
th© creditors, fees limited, and all this in the 
court of th© bankrupt's re*ldence wj|l prove 
a method satisfactory to ail concerned, lieie 
a discharge could b© ie*i*tej by local attor¬ 
ney* familiar with th© circumst&uces of tire 
bankrupt; here a-rets coal I b© sold and di¬ 
vided with a reasonable degree of fairuo**. 
But 1 * it possible to administer a national law 
in th© Stale courts* Among the powers 
granted to Congress by section eight of article 
one, clans© No. 4 reads: 

"To establish a unliorm rulo of naturaliza¬ 
tion and uniform law* on tho subject of 
bankruptcies throughout th© United States.” 

U it not clear under tbre clunre that Con¬ 
gress has th© aaiLoniy to declare that any 
debtor may ask to b© relieve. 1 of Ids debt* 
in tba courts of lire State! or that creditor* 
may ask a distribution of hi* assets? Iw this 
clause to be enforced only in the Uuited 
States Court! 

t laii-© Ih, of the mine section, grants 
authority "to make all law* w hich shall be 
m'c©*»arv and proper for carrying into exe- 
cutmn the foregoing lowers.” In Sturge* 
v**. Crowiititsbield, 4 Wheaton, Chief Jus¬ 
tice Marshall says: "Congre-w is not author¬ 
ized merely to pas* law*, the oi»enitiou of 
iv-fiich »bad bo uniform, but to establish uni¬ 
form tnw* on the MibjiM-t of bankruptcies 
throughout the United State*. ” 

The clause autnurizing Omgres to e*!ab- 
lixh uniform laws on th© subject of B.iuk- 
niptcy is one of those power* which act di¬ 
rectly upon th© people, and to that extent 
not *iricUy in accord with the general theo¬ 
ry uf our Govern men t, and if Congress 
should confer Upon tire Slate courts concur¬ 
rent jurisdiction it would he a return to that 
wise leaf are of uur system which remits local 
affuir* to State governments. 

While a Stale may not bankrupt law* 
and impair th© obligation uf a contract, i 
discover no high constitutional view which 
will denv In Congress t lie power to enact a 
National baukrupt law to b© enforced ia 
State court*, either by excltuivo or concur¬ 
rent jurisdiction. 

Tn© Constitutional provision l* *p broad 
that it inny be said to act upon the btates a* 
well as the people. 

Uur domain 1 * so vast, th© creditor and 
debtor 1*0 widely sepjruLvd, that it is utt rly 
inipastublo for the General Government to 
regulate btreiuera affairs between iiniividual*. 
'1 ire power was conferred upon r ongress not 
by way uf giving authority to th© General 
Government, but to prevent a train of evil* 
that would inevitably flow from contradic¬ 
tory system* adopted by th© several State*; 
hence the broad iunuuo^e uned. Broad 
enough, as 1 believe, to allow Congn-a* to 
v**s; tue Slut© Courts with concurrent jurh- 
diction in matter* f bankruptey. A Na iuunl 
L’ou.tcf Aj/p nis In Bankruptcy would ire 
necessary 10 give tho system utiifonnity. 

Iu tbre manner, and tn this way only, can 
a system uf bankruptcy be adopted wh.ch 
will meet th© budues* and public d©'uaud-, 
and at lh« sunre time remove tempudou* to 
Hand and corruption. An thi* way. too, con 
lire pimrtpl * of our insolvent law©, whicn 
are mb-noed pifmarily lo relieve tue f.er-ou 
of tu© debtor, Ire mcrge»l into bankrupt law* 
In ended pri nurily t • ..istritinte lire estate.

Dr. 'lucker, of Misdurippi. detail* 
lm own experience and observation* 
to the effect tnut the negroes of his region 
ar© approaching a state of t nrhin retu.

S. D. McDonnell write* in the Church Review 
for December thut Dr. Tucker’s gloomy pic¬ 
ture is substantially truo.

7'iie towns wear a deserted, 
sleepy uppenrunce, wlul© tire farm* are di- 
1 Jin.luted and look ns if they were only half 
cared for. Thecxplanution of all this, to my 
mind, is tn bo found in the swarming popu¬ 
lation of idle negroes which is maintained at 
the expense of everything el**.” Describing 
Hie highway from Vicksburg lending out 10 
Ihe national cemetery (where HI,7uOFederal 

* lirer* are buried 1 , this correspondent says: 
"Tire whole road wa* lined witu negro cab¬ 
ins, and before every door th© inmates 
swarmed, basking in the sun, and a* con¬ 
tented and happy as thedny 1 * long—hi* i leal 
of happiness to hnve nothing to do, rarely 
working from choice, and having little idea 
of accumulation."

A CMtlxrn Uho Han Home \ lews on Eroded 
•isttilory Konrimeui* Puts Them on 
Paper. 

[To Ihr Editor of the Courier-Journal] 

Edmonton, Ky., Feb. 20.—As advice to 
the Legislature i* tbo order of tha day, 1 
trust you wiil j.cimit rao to put in my oar 
and ba assured that tuy ware* ore exception¬ 
ally valuable, though I know that the atan 
dard of intellectual excellence of the present 
General Assembly is far above the poor 
capacity of an humble granger liko myself. 

1 am a Democrat, pure and simple, who 
••waJkotb not in the counsel of the ungodly, 
nor atandoth in the way of sinners, nor sit- 
tetb in the scat of the scornful,” from which 
you will pvrcaive that 1 am blessed politi¬ 
cally. 

But to my mutton. The laws regulating 
our jury system are wofully defective. 1 
would amend them by enacting that an 
opinion cm tbe part of a tuau, not otherwise 
disqualified, should not render him incompe¬ 
tent to act as juror. Such an amendment 
would save tbo Commonwealth thousands 
•very year and stop the tendency to besmirch 
the ermine. Under the present law. when an 
Important case comes up for trial, the 
regular panel of tbo jury is soon 
exhausted because of some vague opinion 
the juror has; the bailiff is directed to sum¬ 
mon a venire from those present or Ln the 
vicinage. The officer has a * ‘thanky * ’ job on 
his hands, and he picks up tho first fellow be 
and generally secures a professional, n 
creature without brain or conscience, and 
justice becomes a mockery'• Home time ago 
J saw a I el low sitting in tbe box, and grave¬ 
ly hear and pretend to weigh tbe tesUuiony 
In a case involving the auditing an I settle¬ 
ment of account* between parties amounting 
to thousands of dollar*, and that untue juror 
could not have counted a hundred to save 
himself from the death of Sylia: and so it is 
that the rag-tag and bob-tail decide every 
Important Issue iu our courts that require* 
the interposition of a jury. For this same 
reason tbe laws are not enforced, criminals 
escajuj and justic* is defied. Any man who 
can uot escape hanging under our jury law 
is either an idiot or, wbat amount* to too 
same thing in this day, poor and correspond¬ 
ingly friendless. 

In this connection lot mo say that ! would 
have in each county a competent man. 
appointed by tho Circuit Judge, who 
ought to kuow who if* competent, a 
cowrnitsioncr to take testimony in all 
misdemeanor and common law ruses, and l 
would have him well paid for his services, 
partly out of tbs State or county treasury 
and partly by the defendant* to imlictmeuu 
and presentment* and common law liti¬ 
gant*. It woul'l soon be found thnt the 
terms of our Circuit Courts would be cur¬ 
tailed 55 per cent., the dockets become cor¬ 
respondingly light and the jury foe* reduced 
oue-balf llany of tbo*e indicted employ 
counsel for tbe sole purpose of obtain tug 
continuance. “What will! have to swear 
to put this case off*” Is a common interroga¬ 
tory the criminal pracritiouer bears. If the 
evidence of the Comtnouwealth and the de¬ 
fendant were on file in the court the continu¬ 
ance dodge would be stopped and tbe blind 
goddess continue on her journey. The 
County Attorney should be required to as¬ 
sist tbe District Attorney in the prosecution 
of criminals, and be should be well paid 
therefor. If these amendments were en¬ 
grafted in tbe statutes we would hear le*s 
ol unexecuted law and tbe high price of jus¬ 
tice. 

1 would also change the law relative to the 
8tate tax on deed*, mortgages audlaw suit*. 
All of us ' ‘cuss” tbe tariff; at least I did 
before l began to pave a certain popu 
lar thoroughfare. One of our strong¬ 
est arguments against the tariff 
iniquity is it* specific features, whilo our tax 
on deede, etc., is the worst of specific taxes. 
Fifty cents on each deed, whether it be a 
thousand acree of bluegi as*. or a half acre 
of pennyroyal; a princely mansion on 
Broadway, or a laborer’s cottage, where 

•*-poverty bids sorrow home to sup. 

Ard grief sit*brooding, silent and forlorn.” 
Tbe Trapbotx who bus a mortgage on a 
baronial estate; pays the aarne tax for pre- 
M»rviug aud perpetuating the evidence of hie 
lien as the country usurer who takes a mort¬ 
gage oti the hut of tho mechanic. Shytock, 
bringing a suit to enforce a claim of thou¬ 
sands, pays no more than tbe humblest citi¬ 
zen who institute* his action to recover K»ri. 
A* our laws now stand, land pays all the 
taxes; personal tv scarcely any. 1 would 
pat* a stamp act, and cause evory man who 
took a note or mortgage to place stamps on 
them, on tho ad valorem principle, and if 
be neglected to do so, I would declare 
the instrument void, for capital has been 
a coward and a ttabynte since Lot 
got sick in Sodom. Lucuilus and Crcresus 
evaded tiro payment of taxes when Home 
was at the zenith of her power and glory, 
Just as Gould and Vanderbilt evade payment 
to-day. 

if there is one iniquity in one State great¬ 
er than all others, it is our road laws. You 
require the poor devil who owns not a foot 
of laud, or a hoof of stock, or a splinter of 
a vehicle, to pay the same that you collect of 
the lordly banker or buromal planter, and 
more, too, of the wealthy men happen to 
he above HO years of age. 1, that write 
this, am not worth $10 in the world. I core 
not a continental whether we have a road or 
not, except that l would like to eeo the 
country prosperous. 1 can foot it, and vet I 
am made to pay four b«ts to hire a utgger 
every time the overseer of tbe road happens 
to dream about the grand jury, and tbe 
wealthiest men iu Metcalfe county pays no 
more than I on this behalf. I*t the wealth 
of this country support this country, nay, 
the taxes and make the roads. If those who 
have t he money regard this as too great n 
hardship, let thorn stand aside and put me in 
their shoes, aud we will hear no grumbling 
on this score. If up no* did not forbid 1 
would like to say something about the poll- 
tax iniquity. 1 thiuk each voter ought to 
contribute ’ $1 in the way of a poll-tax. 

It should never be more than that sum. 
When the “big want that make ambition 
virtue” come, it is the poll-tax fellows that 
do the lighting. The “Lord’s anointed/* 
tboeo fellows spoken of by Lucifer a* the ob 
jecta of God Almighty's contempt, wear 
slioiildor-strajis and gtdd-lace, and are gen¬ 
erally found in the rear, where Mnj. lieu. 
John Pope asseried “shame lurked.” 

I was reading the journal of the last ses¬ 
sion of tho Kentucky Stoto Bonn to u few 
days ago, and came to the charter of the 
Cincinnati. Green River and Nashville Rail¬ 
road Company. The last so* turn exempts 
the road from taxation for seven years (en¬ 
acted bv Democrats, mind you). Thomas 
Jefferson ought to have turned in his grave. 
It was a crowning infamy. It was tbe 
worst of class legislation. It was “flat bur¬ 
glary.”

The tenement-houso problem ever presents 
itself for solution; but yet it is always inUrr- 
es mg while tbe world lioj’C* for nnprove- 
m» nt in the hygienic conditions of living. 
When Mr. Felix Adler lectures in Chlcker- 
tng Hall on the vrU* condition of New York 
teuements and cries for a public sentiment 
to abolish all rents higher than three per 
cent., tbe public Ibtens w ith interest without 
accepting bix conditions. When the people 
of Philadelphia point with congratulation to 
thoir artisans* homes, thovo of other ciuea 
hope for similar arrangements. 

In London a class of dwellings ba* arisen 
which commends itself to tbe judgment of 
property-own*re who have to do with the 
bousing of tbe lauonng claasr-s. The General 
Dwelling Company i* acompany w hose work 
can not be dune justice, sa\s tne tall Mali 
Gazette, “without employing phrnre* of 
prai*e which may savor of exaggerated lan¬ 
guage.” Its work consist* in erecting and 
ettmg dwellings to the ariUan class of Lon¬ 
don, and has succeeded to that extent that 
bright, cheerful, well-arranged, healthful 
Cottage borne*, each having back and front 
garden.*, are provided, uud are rarely, if 
ever, empty. Five classes of houses are 
built, wuh varying accommodations and 
rout, but with equal convenience and 
comfort. In ail the buildings tne hy¬ 
gienic arrangement* are as well cared for ns 
possible, lincks, relieved bv terra-cotta, 
are used in several styles of domestic archi¬ 
tecture. The inouotouy t» broken by some 
external feature, as the color of the Venetian 
blinds and tbe color «>f the doors and win¬ 
dows. Tbo interiors ore admirable, stoves, 
marble mantelpieces and wall papers being 
carefully selected. Tbe highest clash house 
lent* at $2 *8 per week, and tho lowest at 
$1 44. Tho latter comprises parlor, kitchen, 
two bedrooms and wa*b bouse, a desirable 
residence for a man and family of small 
mean*. A first class bouse has th» same fea¬ 
tures and finish of a hixtb class. The bull 1- 
ing corupauy is able to provide these 
buildings with small rent* on ac¬ 
count of tbe magnitude of it* opera¬ 
tion*. Great coutracts are made lor 
timlwr and bricks, for carpentry, brick¬ 
laying. joinery, slating, tiling, plumbing, 
painting, paper hanging. When on*- considers 
that the company now owns 4,(X>0 bouses 
and twenty-nine shops tho magnitude of the 
enterprise will be apparent.

Chicago is chosen as the place of hold¬ 
ing the Democratic National Convention, 
and July 8 is the day named. While local 
reasons make us wi«h Louisville could 
have been selected, Chicago will lie entire¬ 
ly satisfactory to the South, as well as to 
the other sections of the country. Illinois, 
with the tariff issue at the front, nnd the 
fighting vigorously pushed on that line, 
may be ranged among tho doubtful 
States. The date is equally satisfactory. 
The campaign will not commence vigor¬ 
ously until September, but active 
preparations will immediately fol¬ 
low the nominations. In fact, the 
work of educating the people 
np to the tariff issue has proceeded most 
satisfactorily during the past four years, 
and there will be no pnoic-stricken press 
or people when the Republicans open their 
campaign by referring to free trade. '1 he 
Morrison bill is to be, in effect, the Demo¬ 
cratic platform iu the contest, and it will 
be most thoroughly understood before the 
convention meets iu July. The outlook 
for the Democratic party is encouraging, 
nnd the action of tho committee yesterday 
was In the right direction. Chicago has 
all the honors thlsyeur; perhaps four years 
hence the South will be an integral part of 
the Union, and it may not then be consid¬ 
ered an act of disloyalty in any party to 
hold its national convention in a city located 
iA a Southern Slate, so-called. 


THE LASXER AFFAIR. 

Bismarck’s Berlin organ, in an inspired 
defense of its master, says: 'To the same 
way that the Americuu Congress had 
attempted to cause the glorification of the 
Inte leader of the Secessionist* by the Em¬ 
peror, so could any foreign Progressiouiet 
body seek to give a vote of confidence in 
Ilcrr Richter, or a Socialist body a similar 
vote on Ilcrr Bebee.” 

This newspaper, the A orth German 
Gazette, indulges iu hypotheses which are 
not warranted The House of Representa¬ 
tives, in paying a tribute of respect to a 
distinguished German statesman who at 
the time of his death was a guest of this 
nation, did not pass “u vole of confidence” 
on a Socinlht or a Nihilist or a Commun¬ 
al or an Anarchist or an enemy of law aud 
order under any other party designation in 
the wholo category of proscription. The 
subject of tho resolutions was a man emi¬ 
nently respectable nt home, socially and 
politically, and tl»c most prominent repre¬ 
sentative of one of the most powerful and 
respectable parties in Germany. The ac¬ 
tion of Bismarck merely illustrates the 
spirit of tyranny ami persecution with 
which free thought aud speech are pun¬ 
ished under the so-called constitutional 
Government of Germany. A statesman as 
eminent as Lasker, who, before lie with¬ 
drew his support from the ruling autocrat, 
was hia most trusted and valued coadjutor, 
ia proscribed plainly because of his refusal 
to aid in the complete destruction of the 
vestiges of Germuu liberty. 

The American Minister at the Germnn 
court is being harried by a pac k of venal 
journalists, who thus seek to create a di¬ 
version from the question at issue. It is 
alleged that the public insults to which he 
ia thus being subjected by a subservient 
press are supplementary to his treatment 
at the court He has made himself very 
objectiouable to Bismarck principally by 
reason of bis activity iu protecting Ameri¬ 
can interests iu the matter of the pork in¬ 
terdict He is said to have passed in this 
matter the bounds of diplomatic etiquette, 
but wc arc not aware that he went to nny 
greater length in liU home correspondence 
than to quote tha oplniou of such cmiueut 
Germans as Prof. Virchow, that the pork 
interdict, though ostensibly designed as a 
sanitary measure, was really dictated in 
the agruriau interest, to enable the junker 
landlords to make larger profits nt the ex¬ 
pense of Germau emsumers. This was, of 
course, entirely legitimate. Bui, without 
any regard to this question, it is due to the 
national honor that the American Minister 
should be treated with the respect due to 
the accredited representative of the United 
Btates; and when such observances fail 
the German Minister at Washington should 
be furnished with hi# passport. Wo ure 
even precluded from considering any 
charges against him when they arc ud 
vanccd in offensive nnd irregular form. 

Bismarck Is a natural enemy of the 
American system iu all its pans, iu theo¬ 
ries, forms and inspirations. He has al¬ 
ways viewed with ill-couceaicd. but im¬ 
potent, rancor the iutlucnce of the exam¬ 
ple of the United States upon European 
thought ami theory, and especially tho 
personal influence of tho millions of Ger¬ 
mans who have fled to the United Slates, 
and have written aud spoken among their 
fnends at home of the free institutions, 
the independence and the prosperity which 
they have found iu this nation. Bismarck 
selected un American product for the only 
commercial embargo which he hast stab 
lisbed. lie is reported to be more active 
of late in pursuing German-American citi¬ 
zens visiting the fat her laud with military 
conacriptiou. He is treating the American 
Minister with contempt, an 1 he has finally 
iusuUcd Congress. Quo thread of feeling 
may be discovered stringing together ull 
his recent acta iu respect to this Govern 
ment ami people. 

There is a petty disposition ia some 
quarters to cxcu*u Bismarck Uccuuh* the 
Lasker resolution. 1 * arc ullcgcd to have been 
in bad form diplomatically. We have no 
right, forsooth, to meddle with the inter¬ 
nal affairs of Germany. This is the purest 
bosh. By this reasoning w«i would be 


estopp'd from paying respect to any emi¬ 
nent man of action in politic* in the 
Church, in sc ience. lest, peradventure, wo 
should give offense to opposing theories. 

Thu Lasker resolutions were in t lie in- 
selves a comparatively petty matter, but 
they have given the autocrat of Germany 
an opportunity to make a further step In 
advance of all other# in derogation of tho 
dignity and interests of the United Slate*. 
He is pursuing a consistent policy of un¬ 
friendliness and disrespect, and while some 
may pooh pooh tho present diplomatic 
issue il is impossible to close our eyes to 
the fact that we have been subjected to an 
international discourtesy, and that we are 
confronted in the German court with n 
settled policy of ill-will and aversion. 

A BLAST FROM CHICAGO. 

When the Republican Congressional 
Committee declared its intention to can¬ 
vass certain Cong regional districts in the 
South during the coming campaign, the 
CooMgii* Journal invited them to do so 
by nil menus, and to send, not the ad¬ 
venturers and riff-nilT of tlicir party, but 
only those lenders who ure regarded as 
men of conviction and honesty. 

Let them come, wc assured them, pre¬ 
pared to discuss Intelligently and calmly 
the principles which they hold to bo light; 
lei them leave bebiud them fanaticism and 
partisan crimination; let them appeal to 
reason instead of passion; let them show 
that they no longer look upon the South¬ 
ern people os a lot of cut-throats nnd out¬ 
laws, a horde of hungry rebels, who arc 
ouly wailing tbeir time to spring 
at the throat of tho nation, but 
os men capable of understanding 
and takiug an Interest in practical ques¬ 
tions, :uid they will be given an intelligent 
and respectful hearing. 

This, of course, has created a deal of 
sneering among those Republican journals 
of the North which know so much more 
about the .South than tho Courier Jour¬ 
nal know*. The Chicago Journal, a 
paper of a« liberal views as might 
be supposed to emanate from a hard¬ 
shell hickory nut, becomes much ex¬ 
cited on the subject, aud flatly de¬ 
clares that “there is no such thing 
as free speech in the South, aud every - 
Inxly knows it. Neither an? there such 
things us free ballots and honest count# In 
any case where it is for the iuterest of the 
ruling power not to permit them.” 

We are tired of discussing this kind of 
clap-imp. Arguments against it ull re- 
soivu themselves iuto the proof that those 
who make such wholesale accusations ore 
cither ignorant and impervious to the 
truth, or are willfully and maliciously 
slanderous. It is nek to our taste to deal 
in such epithet.#, particularly when no 
good can come of them, aud so the Jour- 
nal may continue to yawp uncontradicled 
further by us. 

But if this is so—if there is such a stato 
of political intimidation and lawlessness in 
the South—it strike# us that it is high 
time for the Journal and the Journals 
party to provide a remedy. They have 
been iu office nearly twcuty-five years. 
They have had full control of the Govern¬ 
ment of this country; they have hud. ami 
have not failed to wield, the strong¬ 
est of centralized power; the South¬ 
ern States ure part of the nation; 
if the Republicans after twenty years’ 
trial have failed to give these States 
the first principles of free government, 
then it does seem that they have proved 
utterly incompetent for the task; and if 
to-day they nre unable to do anything but 
howl and whine, it would seem the part of 
decency, if not of self-respect, to go off 
behind the wood-pile and join Towner in 
his apostrophes to the moon. 

The milk in the cncnnnut of all this 
’’Southern lawlessness” cry, nt least, so far 
as the Journal is concerned, is disclosed iu 
the following quotation from that paper: 
“Now, there is a very important question 
lying at tho bottom of this partisan con¬ 
troversy, which menaces the integrity aud 
perpetuity of tho Republic, and it i«r this: 
How long will the Northern Stales be con¬ 
tent to let the South maintain its ascend¬ 
ency in the popular branch of Congress by 
such means as are now notoriously used to 
suppress the will of tho majority? Or, to 
stote it more clearly, will tho other States, 
East, West and North, consent that a Pres¬ 
ident who has not been futrly chosen, be¬ 
cause of frauds in the South, shnll be 
peaceably inaugurated. ” 

So that is the programme, is it? You 
have already made up your mind to be 
lieMen again at the polls next fall, and you 
give early warning that tho President whose 
votes the Southern States shun help to 
elect shall not be “peaceably inaugurated?” 
Chicago is a windy city, but it would be 
belter to wait at least till March before 
making premature blow’s of this character. 
As for the Journal, it could better direct 
some of its superfluous energy, which it 
wastes in wild explosions like this, toward 
raising a few hundreds of dollars for the 
relief of the flood-ecourged section, which 
sent hundreds of thousands to Chicago after 
her great fire. 

The Journal may rest ca#y, The Dem¬ 
ocrats have a cIojit majority of the votes 
of this country. They surrendered their 
President ouce to prevent civil war. but 
the next man they elect they will seat. 
They do not intend 40 be bullied or swin¬ 
dled out of their rights again. Jf our 
Chicago contemporary thinks that the 
Democrats can be scared by this sort qf 
talk, it is grievously mistaken. If. how¬ 
ever. it is in earnest in its threats, and has 
the authority of its party for making 
them, then It is no further affair of ours 
until somebody attempts to carry them out. 


THE SHIPPING BILL. 

The indications are that the Shipping 
Bill will be defeated, and that nothing im¬ 
portant will be done by this session of 
Congress to relieve our maritime interests 
of the burdens and disabilities which are 
destroying them. The denial of registra¬ 
tion to vessels built by foreign shipwrights; 
the prohibition against tho employment of 
foreign searaeu; the local extortious upon 
the national shipping permitted to be prac¬ 
ticed under the harbor laws of the different 
States; the stubborn refusal of the Na¬ 
tional Legislature to recognize ilio prin¬ 
ciple that special privilege* as to the use 
of duty-paying materials used in ship¬ 
building nre rendered imperatively neces¬ 
sary, because such material goes into ma¬ 
chinery nnd engiuery which are employed 
on the hlgti seas, where competition with 
alt Iho rest of the world must be free and 
utmided in the very nature of things—such 
are some of the things which are patent, 
which are conclusive, und which unfor¬ 
tunately appear to be permanent. The 
genius for intrigue and deception possessed 
by Mr. Jon.s Roach is a barrier to reform 


of mysterious potency; but the great under 
lying fact is thut our maritime interestsarc 
condemned to decay by a flut which will be 
decisive so long as the general doctrine 
of taxing and appraising international com¬ 
merce continues to be the fundamental 
principle of our revenue system. Tho 
statistics of the English breadstuff trade 
for 1S83 show tbnt the sea freights, insur¬ 
ance and handling charges given to Eng¬ 
land last year by the American grain trade 
amounted to 5 per cent of tho total value 
of the produce. On our total exports this 
represent* a tax of $45,000,000 per annum, 
but, ns other articles paid higher relative 
rales than grain, it may be estimated that 
we pay every year to foreign ship-owners 
a tax of $05,000,000 per annum. The 
nation, however, which own# the ships 
will also control the channels of distribu¬ 
tion in the harbors and trade centers of the 
outside w’orld, and wo lose in this Incalcu¬ 
lably more than in the mere item of ocean 
transportation. Indeed, without a pros¬ 
perous merchant marine a prosperous for¬ 
eign trade is impossible. One rear’s losses 
to the capital and enterprise of the nation 
from this short-sighted policy would prob¬ 
ably buy every craft built by tho protected 
shipwrights of the United States in the 
next fifty years. 


KENTUCKY^ OPPORTUNITIES. 

The bill now pending in the Legislature 
for the continuance of the geological survey 
aud immigration bureau is a mutter of more 
importance this year tlinu ever before. In 
years passed we have labored under pecu¬ 
liar disadvantages, because the extent of 
our resources was mostly a matter of con¬ 
jecture, nnd thp uncertainty of the direc¬ 
tion of capital made the effort to ascertain 
our natural resources hardly more than a 
venture. 

Tho tendency of the industrial movement 
toward the South was confirmed by the 
Southern Exposition. The progress thus 
far made in tho geological survey, with nil 
its attendant features, places Kentucky iu 
a position where, if she utilizes her present 
abilities, she can reap tho full harvest of 
rewards. The agencies at work for 
Kentucky have never been so numerous, 
nor so powerful. 

The work of the Geological nnd Immi¬ 
gration Bureau is universally recognized 
at> in splendid condition. Its books, its 
maps, its information of all kinds, nre 
spread all over the world. Through the 
diligence of Prof. Procter, foroiga colo¬ 
nies have been planted here, and they are 
sending agents to tbu Obi World to bring 
new comer#; and foreigners, with ability 
to observe and to tell wlmt they have seen, 
have visited us nnd gone back to their 
homes to fell their people through the 
newspapers aud from iho lecture stand of 
our attractive advantages. Capable men, 
representing aggregates op capital, have 
been brought among us, and now unite in 
the opinion that Kentucky aud the 8 ntith 
present more inducements to capital tlinu 
the long-famed but uncertain and preen 
rious regions of the Northwest. 

In aid of this purpose our own Board of 
Trudc, a strong local organization, com¬ 
posed of the intelligence, the wealth nnd 
the enterprise of Louisville, has contributed 
its liest effort. Through iis correspond¬ 
ence and its publications it has sought to 
draw attention to Kentucky ns well a# 
Louisville. Last year 5,000 copies of its 
annual report, containing general as well 
1 as local statistics and information, each 
| bearing within its covers some publication 
or map from the Geological nud Immigra¬ 
tion Bureau, were distributed all over the 
world. This year tho report, now in the 
hands of the printer, will distribute like 
information, and arrangements have been 
made to distribute with the copies of the 
report the latest information prepared by 
the bureau at Fraukfort. 

The State may rely upon the Louisville 
Board of Trade doing its share of public 
work without the reward of money or fuvor, 
nnd it may be counted upon to continue 
its efforts to cement the interests of Ken¬ 
tucky and present tbc attractions of our 
Slate to its correspondents. When it is 
considered that this institution is in com¬ 
munication with all the commercial bodies 
of the world, and that it is maintained by 
tbc voluntary contributions of our business 
people, it will be found to be an important 
adjunct to the bureau nt Fraukfort which 
is charged with the duty of making Ken¬ 
tucky known to the world. 

In this work of disseminating informa¬ 
tion regarding our people aud their re¬ 
sources. the Southern Exposition of Inst 
year wan tin* most potent instrument that 
could have neon devised. From January 
to August moro than a million pub¬ 
lications were pressed upon the alien 
lion of every part of tlie world 
explaining a project uncqunlcd in 
its magnitude by the efforts of nuy single 
community, uml urging the world to come 
and see wliat manner of people wc were 
and iu w hut kind of country wc lived. 
For u hundred days from August 1 liun- 
drens of thousand.# of persnus came from 
every quarter of the globe to visit the 
Southern Exposition, nnd paused in the 
midst of the vast array of iudustry to in- 
quit e into the character of the jwople and 
the land that could give birth to such a 
splendid undertaking. 

To sny that the Southern Exposition of 
1883 directed, on a scale not anticipated, 
outside capital nnd energy to Kentucky 
nnd the South. Is to tell a tale that hns 
been told by facta. It was a great effort 
of the people of Louisville. Such an 
effort might have exhausted tho 
liberality, tho patience and the en¬ 
ergy of a community without bring¬ 
ing it to discredit. But already the pro¬ 
ject has taken shape for a repetition of 
this great undertaking and two-thirds of 
the required means are already assured. 

The Southern Exposition of 1884 will be 
another great opportunity for Kentucky. 
Tho Stale is iudebted cutirely to the in¬ 
dustry nnd ingenuity of the director 
of tho Geological Survey for her 
exhibit last year. No appropri¬ 
ation was made, nnd it was only by 
drawing on tbo slender resources of his 
own office lhat Prof. Procter was cn 
able l 10 give Kentucky a place among the 
exhibits made by other Southern Stales. 
Michigan, in the great competing territory 
of tlic Northwest, has already made 
her arrangements for an extensive dis¬ 
play iu the Southern Exposition 
of 1884. She does uot propose to yield her 
claims without dispute. If Keutucky pro¬ 
poses to hold her own, if she proposes to 
enter the strife and make the most of her 
means and her opportunity, she must be 
ever on the alert ; she must uot only a«k the 
world to read of her great resources, but 
when the world comes to her she must be 
prepared to show what her resources are 

Tho occasion Is ripe for uniting all the 


efforts of our people, and for laying bold 
of the great tide of capital, industry nnd 
enterprise that is sweeping toward tho 
territory of the New South. 


THE AMERICAN BLUE BOOK. 

The reports of the Bureau of Statistics, 
which arc becoming more useful every 
year, are to American commerce and 
finance what the “Blue Book” is to these 
departments in England. Iu some respects 
they arc superior in their theory and form, 
but in others they are inferior. In one 
particular the English linve a deckled nd- 
vnntuge over us, and that is in the superior 
acquaintance of the public men and edu¬ 
cated business men of England with the 
stores of statistical knowledge condensed 
into those convenient repositories. All 
people of those classes are supposed to lie 
at least tolerably well posted in the outline 
knowledge contained iu the “Blue Books,” 
but with us it appenra to be rather the ex¬ 
ception that even our Congressmen arc in 
the habit of resorting to the statistical rec¬ 
ords of the Treasury Department which 
are periodically published. This may be 
at least inferred from the frequent call by 
Congressional resolutions for official in¬ 
formation which has already been pub¬ 
lished in extenMt, aud officially, in the re¬ 
ports of the Bureau of Statistics, or the 
Statistical Abstracts of the Treasury. 

We propose to string together below a 
few disconnected facts of common interest 
contained in the lost annual numlicr of the 
latter publication. 

In 1883 there were retained for consump¬ 
tion iu ihcUuituilStates551.214,783gallons 
of fermented liquors, of which 550,494.002 
gallons were produced in this country. 
Ten years ago the consumption 299,- 

580.716 gallons and the p. -#.* 297,- 

627,807 gallons. 

In 1883 74.013.308 gallons of spirits were 
produced from grain, aud 75,508,785 gal¬ 
lons were consumed. In 1881 117,728,150 
gallons were produced, aud 07,428,000 gal¬ 
lons were consumed. 

In 1883 8.003,245 gallons of Bourbon 
whisky were produced, iu 1882 20,575,067 
gallons, and in 1881 33.032.815 gallons. 
The production of Bourbon whisky last 
year was about half the year s consump¬ 
tion. • 

In 1883 the tobacco crop of the Uuitcd 
Stales amounted to 513.077,558 pounds, 

I r nluccd ou 671,522 acres, valued at $43.- 
189.951. uml averaging 8 4 coots per pound. 
This was the largest crop pro luced wuce 
1877, whtu the yield was 5SJ.OOO,OQO 
pounds. 

The coal product in 1882 was 87,467,614 
tons, nud in 1870 82,863.690 tons. Tti«\ 
product of Alabama iu 1832 was 800,009 
tons, and in 1870 11.000 tons; in Tennes¬ 
see. 850.000 against 133.418; in Kentucky, 
1.300.000 ugaiust 150.582; in Virginia. 
100,000 against 61.803; in Indiana, 2.000.- 
000 against 437.870. aud in Illinois, 9,000.- 
000 against 2,624.103. 

The hay crop of 1882 was valued nt 
$869.958,158; the coru crop, $783,867,175. 
aud the wheat crop. $414,602,125. 

The lotal value of the gruin crops was 
$1,468,693,393. The total yield was 2,099,- 
394,496 bushels, sliowiug auiucrcuse of 100 
per rent, since 1867. 

The extremes of production in the potato 
crop in the last ten years were 100,145,494 
bushels in 1881. and 172*972,508 bushels in 
1882. 

In 18S3. 1.119,837,936 gallons of petro¬ 
leum woj.e produced, an increase of 100 ptr 
cent, since 1877. The exports of oil and its 
products amounted to 505,931,622 gallons. 

In 188 ;j t 3,405.070.410 p.mnds of cotton 
were produced. 4.831.915 pounds were im¬ 
ported. 2,291,313.992 w.-re exported, nnd 
1,117,838*308 pound# were retained for do 
meslic consumption. The proportion of 
the crop retained for home consumption 
was 32.79 per cent, and 07 21 per jeiit. was 
exported. 

In 1882 290,000.000 pounds of wool were 
produced. 79.575.000 pounds were imported 
and 356,590.000 pounds were consumed in 
domestic manufacture. Since 1865 tbc 
manufacture ha# doubted. 

Our foreign exports in 1883 amounted to 
$825,846,813. and the’foreign imports ag¬ 
gregated $751,670,305. 

The liability of the population for the 
public debt is $28 41 per capita, nnd at 
tlic end of the wur il was $78 25. Tho in¬ 
terest liability is 95 cents per capita, nnd in 
1865 it was $4 29. 

There is no latent design in this article 
to analyze, or generalize, or argue, but 
simply to fish out a few surface facts, 
which would occupy perhaps a dozen line* 
on one of the 178 pages of the report of 
1883. _ 

According to no less respectable an au¬ 
thority than the British Medical Journal, an 
infallible treatment for tho human voice 
has been discovered. b\ v which its quality 
and timbre may be wrought up to any 
desired degree of perfection.

The skeptical may object ikut 
the Italian air. which is so liberally charged 
with this divine chemical, supports some 
thirty million people, of w hom one iu 
ten is capable of becoming a singer, and it 
tuny also be suggested that Rally is equal¬ 
ly distinguished by tlic favors of the muses 
of fiaintiiig and sculpture as of soug, arts 
which depend upon the visual and manual 
organs instead of the voaAtbul the miswcr 
is that the new inventinire* brought out 
by a gold medalist and is m-raldcd by one 
of tho principal medical journals in Eu¬ 
rope. A liberal supply should be at once 
puoipcd into our churches. 


II erf. is one of the beautiful arguments 
which the highly protected cotton mills of 
Fall River are making—the mills, by the 
way, which are “protected” that they may 
give thu “jx»or workingman” a clmncc: 

“Some mill# make a good deal of money. and 
because they do Iho »pinuer* forso.nh would Law 
more pay.

York a Corpus.

Nr.t7 Yt»ruc, Feb. 2i2.—The body of Salmi 
Morst*, writer of the unfortunate "Passion 
Play," lay at the morgue this afternoon. It 
bad been found in the ttioriiing floating in 
the East river at the foot of Eighty-eighth 
street. Of late years Mr. Morse’s llfo had 
b»>eti one of contiuuuu* disoppo.iitiueut. Ho 
regarded tbo "Passion Play" ns an inspira¬ 
tion delivcicd from long stuffy of sacred 
subjects among scenes of Biblical his¬ 
tory. His legated attempts to pro¬ 
duce the play in this city were 
defeated by municipal authority, hut. al¬ 
though often repuU*d, be never quite de¬ 
spaired of getting a lair aud uubouipcied 
hearing. 

It w iff bo remcraliered that when the door.* 
of places of public entertainment were clos-ff 
agaiiut him, for the purpose of producing 
tuts play he went to great exjKUso for a 
house of his own, which he fitted up for 
this speci.il purpose, and in winch, after 
long preparation, he finally presented the 
play a* a gratuitous private eutcitamuisnt. 
The law, bowover, followed him even the.e, 
aud he wus forced to abandon tin purpo-o. 

Hc|>cateil tnUfortun *. growing uiaiuly, it 
seems, out of ibis affair, led to menta* de¬ 
pression and finally, no doubt, t>» suic.de. 
lie bus Deque inly expressed the wi-h Umi 
lie might die, aiu tiiere is no suspicion tbut 
dentil icsulicff Irom any cause beyond hut 
own control. 

At the house at which he lived it was said 
this afieruuon that he ha i not been at home 
since U e ln »'i.*y, und tnat of Ute t e had 
U-eu morose and without mteiest in his aur- 
loundiugs. He seemed lo thin«t of tittle ex¬ 
cept the failure of his play, on which be had 
spent 11.000 of hu own money and a good 
deal more derived Irom unknown sources. 
He claimed lb .t the play had cost him 
*lo 0 ,UOU. 

Mr. .Mo: so was about GO years old. He 
was born iu Germany, of Jewish parents. 
YVlien quite young hj went to Australia, 
where bo kept a hotel at Melbourne. It wu* 
while there that hu look up biobcal slu ly. 
liu went to Europe and en’.ereJ a monas¬ 
tery, where ho staved for five years. Then 
he visited thu Holy Lind, an 1 ftuUhed gath¬ 
ering data for what be considered his life 
work, uaiueiy. the inculcation iu the 
masse* of religious teachings by scenic dis¬ 
play. After the fahni coi the "Fas-ion Flay " 
he mild lie would* relit i n to monastery life, 
but lie lingered here slid iu evi.teut hope of 
overcoming official prejudices to the "Pasnon 
Pl«y." La*t May be offered at his theater a 
play called "A Bustle Among Petticoats." 
It was brilliantly mounted, but stai ved to an 
curly .loam. 

A friend, speaking of Mr. Morse to day, 
said: 

•He was a man of great erudition, espec¬ 
ially in Hebrew, and of intellect at once 
iiiModve and acute, lie was tall, br**ad and 
^uure, mentally and morally as well us 
physically. He wa« a semi-ascetic enthu- 
Blast of hold conception*, combined with re¬ 
markable practical udmints*rutlve p»w- 
er; a mnu of strong will, high 
sense of peiAOiial dignity, extravagant 
generosity, l.ttle or no self-lndulgenc^e. 
There is neither a sofa nor an easy-chair in 
hi<* rooms, ample a* has been hi* common 1 
of money, wane certain ot.jecls of regal 
spleudm-, nil gift* of grateful mends, p.ovj 
hu p.>wer of uwakenmg |jers*jird e ithust- 
astu. lie lias been a great travel¬ 
ler, largely on foot. lie ha*, seen 
tho Gold Coast ami thu Congo riv¬ 
er, Iu enuvetnation he often recounts 
most interesting acc ounts of things he lun 
seen. I have never known such vlvul spoken 
pictures as from his lip* of tne architectural 
sublimities of tile elder world, sucu a* tho«e 
of Comae, Lukor and Baulbec. A c'ertam 
natural sympathy with (he sublime In nature 
and in human acbP-venieut seems to 
Imvo made him fu**tcn on their 
grandest features aud prompted him 
lo reproduce with wonderful powrr 
before his her oes. Mr. Morse's greatest en- 
thuaiastn. which came upon him m Jei u«.*lem 
after having l»efore b<-eji a total disbeliever, 
o.nl wim h took spoil full and strong pass.**- 
sum of b. mi, was for the beauty aud hodui-s* 
nn l sublimitj of the teaca ng, character 
and human life of Jem*, sealed by a martyr¬ 
dom winch was a Homan execution f.»r a 
crime charged by the priest*—that of 
high treason to Cawar iu the imputed 
claim of beiu/ 'King of the Jew*.' Cruci¬ 
fixion was n punishment known in the Jew- 
i»ii law or practice, an l it wai extend’d, 
Mr. Morse said, by Tiberius u» the crime of 
hub treason.

All circles of »o- 
ciety from the upper ten to the lower ten 
thousand became deeply interested, and tb» 
social sacrilege of earniug money instead of 
having inherited it, or of raakiug a name in¬ 
stead of having been born with one, was. for 
ilio time being, forgotten and forgiven. Tho 
ladies of Louisville are nothing if they are 
Dot conservative; hut tho frigid boundaries 
which separate the various little circles of 
lociety were thawed out by the genial 
warmth of a noble enterprise. 

Iawt night a stranger who hnd been told 
of the far-famed Kentucky girls and their 
manifold perfections would have seen a ml 
heard, and left convinced that tho most ex¬ 
cited praises were cold and formal, and gave 
no idea whatever of tho real state of affairs.

)[ both last night. 

There is uo place in the city so well 
adapted to a grand ball as tho Cl alt House, 
The great dining-hall malces a hall room 
that is the largest and best in the btate.

Prof. Thomas Henry Huxley, nut long 
since elected President of th© famous Royal 
Society, suffer* considerable misapprehen¬ 
sion or his i>osition, especially in this coun¬ 
try. It i* very generally suppostnl by thone 
who have given littl * attention to the sub¬ 
ject that hi* fame is chiefly due to hi* attacks 
on revealed religion and championship of un¬ 
belief or agnosticism. This is entirely in¬ 
correct. Radical aud aggressive as are hi* 
view* on the relations of science and religiou. 
they are expressed only occasionally and in¬ 
cidentally. The real work of hi# life Is that 
of a scientist pure and simple. As a biolo- 

g tsfr, comparative anatomist And naturalist, 

» has no living equal. With those of Tyn¬ 
dall aud the late Charles Darwin, hit name 
stands at the head of English scienco in our 
generation. 

Prof. Huxley wa* born at Baling, Middle¬ 
sex, Eng . in i825, studied medicine at the 
Charing Cross Hospital, and in 1840 entered 
the navy as surgeon. In tbe wiuter of tha 
same year he had the good fortune to be 
cho-en n# assistant surgeon of the Rattle¬ 
snake, Capt. Owen Stanley. The exploring 
expedition of this vessel along the coast of 
Australia, New Guinea aud the Loui«iade 
archipelago afforded a brilliant oppor¬ 
tunity for the young naturalist. Papers 
by him on marine animal life were pub¬ 
lished by tbe Rwyal and Ltnna>an so¬ 
cieties, one eveu attaining the high honor of 
beiug included in tbe **Philosophical Trans¬ 
actions,” and on his return Mr. Huxley 
found that he bad already an estnblbhed rep¬ 
utation in selentilic circles. In 1851 be was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
in the next year received one of the two gold 
medals annually bestowed by the society for 
distinguished scientific achievement*. Wince 
then every year has seen valuable contribu¬ 
tions to the literature of science from bis 
pen; he bru hel I important lectureships, and 
though constantly assailed as an infidel aud 
materialist, has as constantly gained esteem 
among hi* brother scientist# the world over. 

We can enumerate tbe titles of but a few 
of hi# publication*. He was joiut author 
with Mr. Tyndall, in 1857, of ‘•Obervat.ions 
on Glaciers. ” “Theory of the Vertebrate 
Skull” (1858i* “The ’oceanic Hydrozoa” 
(1859); “The Glvptodou” and it# “Osteolo¬ 
gy;” “Man’s Place in Nature” (1888); 
“Lesson* .□ Comparative Anatomy” 
"Lessons in Elementary Physiology” (188(3); 
“Lav Sermon#, Address©* and Reviews” 
(1870), perhnp* his most popular book; 
“Critiques and Addresses" (18713); “Ameri¬ 
can A idless©*” (1877). and a sketch of 
“Hume” (1879) ore his principal works. 
Among the offices that he ha* held are 
thooe of Professor m the Koval School 
of Min©N, where be delivered, betides 
tbe ordinary series of scientific lectures, 
a practical and racist valuable eerie* of lec¬ 
tures to wnrkingmeu; member of tbe I#>n- 
don School Board for many venr*; Profevor 
of Natural History in the Koval School of 
Mines: Professor of Anatomy to th© Royal 
College of Surgeon*, and (in 1871) Lord 
Rector c*f Aberdeen LDiversity. He has, of 
course, a long array of titles from various 
scientific bodies, and hi# degree of LL.I>. 
wa# conferred upon him by Edinburgh 
University. When, a few months ago, the 
death of Mr. SpottUwood left vacant the 
office of President of th© Royal Society, 
probably the highest scientific honor existing 
in Great Britain, Huxley’# uame was at 
once recognized as the one to be selected. 
HL election wa# a foregone conclusion, not¬ 
withstanding the bitter but numerically weak 
oppo&itinu of the more conservative member# 
of the society. The most recent way in 
which Prof. Huxley's name ha* been brought 
to the public eye has been in connection with 
a letter from him prluted by tbe editor of the 
Aqno*tic Annual. Prof. HuxJey, while ad¬ 
mitting the authorship of the letter, declares 
that it# publication wa* a breach of confi¬ 
dence. However that inuy lie, the letter »*a 
very bold defence of the agnostic doctrine 
that it is impossible to define the unknowa¬ 
ble in term* of tbe known. In the course of 
the letter Mr. Huxlov dwclare* that he him¬ 
self first introduced the name of agnostic 
into modern philosophical discussion. Uf 
course the fundamental doctrine of this re¬ 
ligious “know-nothmgistu,” and even the 
uumo itself, are centuries older than the 
Christian era. 


Anecdote of Wendell rhlllipt. 

The Lima correspondent of the Rochester 
Democrat an<l Chronicle say*: An incident 
illustrative of the uno*tuulniiun of Wendell 
Phillip#’ character occurred in the fall of 
1878, when be was advertised to lecture in 
Lima, which is a town four mile# from tbe 
railroud. On the day that he was to lecture, 
Mr. Phillip^ arrived at Honeoye Kail* about 
noon und found that there was no stage for 
Lima till after 5 o’clock. Fortunately there 
happens 1 to be a teamster from Lima there 
with a lumber wagon, and Mr. Pbilli|ks re¬ 
quested the privilege of riding with him, 
which was cheerfully granted. There was 
also another passenger, rt Lima citizen, who 
entered into conversation with the stranger! 
aud, among other things, remarked that there 
w&> to be a celebrated lecturer iu town llmt 
ev-ning. 

“Indeed!” said Mr. Phillips, “who is it?” 

“Wendell Phillips, th© great orator,” was 
the reply. “Hare you ever heard him?” 

• ’Oh. I 

“Wolf, what do yon think of him!” per¬ 
sisted the citizen. 

“Well.” said Mr. Phillips, deliberately, 
“I don’t think be amoutit# to much. In 
fact, 1 wouldn't go acrossftbe street to hear 
him.” 

Of course thi# verdict was a great t»urpri*e 
to the worthy citizen, and when the lectur-r 
appeared on* the platform that evening he 
di.v.-overe l that the critical stranger was the 
celebrated orator.

Aft th® number of Munsiguors and their 
grade# in th® United State* is increasing, it 
may be of interest to give their different de¬ 
grees. First, there are tho “Participant*. ” 
and these always reside iu Rome; next, the 
“Prothonotaries” and the '‘Domestic Prel¬ 
ates.” AH of these have the title of Right 
Reverend, and retain their title and digtuty 
for Hie. By custom, the Vicar Gonerul# of 
Cardinal Bishops are made Moustgaors. 
They are also the “camerairi segreti,” or 
secret chamberleme, who retain the title 
only during the lifetime of the Pope who 
create* them. They are classed a* very rev¬ 
erend. There are minor grade* of no im¬ 
portance. they being idmply attaches of the 
papal court a* supei nurnorarie*, und all ad¬ 
vance a* drasmstaacai naj require. Tne 
habit of the chamtierlnin# is a kind of purple 
vestment which goes to the feet, with a »a-.h 
and purple buttons. The habit of the higher 
degrees of the prelate#, the morisiguors aud 
other members of the papal household, is a 
purple merino cassock, seamed with rod silk 
and having a long train, wnicb is called a 
Smyrna, a luc® rocket, a purple rnaiitelletta 
and otiior insignia of th® office, including the 
pectoral ©ros*. a plain cross of gold and the 
riug. the setting of which is an amethyst in 
shape of n bwssira piscis or ti h bladder, one 
of the early symbols of th® Christian faith.

THE FALLING WATERS. 


Continuation of tbe Improvement In tha General 
Situation In tbe In a abated District* 
of Louisville. 


AFFAIRS AT 0 H R POINTS. 


Th® water ha* now pasaed out of nearly all 
tbe houses on th© city’s front, aud will soon 
b« back in IU natural channel. At Portland 
all of th® buildings on Rudd avenue and ou 
th® south side of Missouri avenue are out of 
water und tho peorjie have nearly all moved 
buck into them. Both bridge# at Hhipping- 
port are out of water and a good view of the 
remaining house# can be obtained, although 
no estimate of the damage cau yet b© made. 

THK POINT. 

But fur the break in the Cut-off dike and 
tbe mud on Fulton street a foot-way would 
have be®n opened yesterday all around tbe 
Point. Tbe break in the Cut-off is about 150 
fe*.*t long, aud l* located between tbe gate¬ 
house aud tbe place whor® tho break oc¬ 
curred last yeur. The depth of th® wash¬ 
out cau not 1 ms ascertained until a lower 
stag® of water is reached. At present it 
serve* as an outlet for tb® water from the 
Point, and di*p<m»os with the opening of the 
flood-gate. The Jackson-street fill was 
above water yesterday, and was used by 
persons whose residences are on Fulton 
street to reach their habitations. The No. 
10 fire company entered yesterday in the 
work of pumping out cellar* on Upper Story 
avenue, aud will l*e kept busy several day*. 
Thi# coinpuny ha* don© arduous service* 
during the siege. They moved people from 
th® Point, f-.^d them lodging-places, 
and aided them* in procuring loud, and 
now they nro in for a mud 
campaign pumping water from cellars. 
They still Imv© the famdy of >ir. Charle* 
Koppe with th©m in the engine house, and 
have been very uiligent in providing for the 
comfort of the little floixl foundling, Adie 
Hughes and us mother. Mr. Koppe’s hou*© 
has settled l*ack on its foundation und will 
be ready for occupancy a* soon a* the mud 
is cleaned out. 

Bow iesburg, above the Cut-off. is in a very 
depleted condition, fully half of tlie houses 
being absent. A large frame structure that 
look# like a mill tried to cross the dike after 
the water started down, and was caught on 
th»» embankment, where it now rests, bom® 
warm contents w©re indulged in yesterday 
over tbe ownership of fences, some of tho 
lesidenls claiming that tbetrs had been takeu 
by their ncighbora. 

THh weather yesterday. 

Another sudden change of temperature 
wa# experienced yes.erday. Th® morning 
was w r nrui and cloudy, and a r*in began 
about 11 o'clock. It continued till evening, 
when tbe wind shifted around to tho north, 
and the temperature fell rapidly. By 10:2o 
P. M. there uad been a decline of 15* from 
that registered nt 2:25 o'elork. The w t nd 
increased in velocity, and tbe night became 
very disagreeable. Tbe sidewalks dried 
rapidly, und this mad® some amend* for the 
coni. 

The maximum thermometer was 51*, tha 
mhiuimum 32*. Th® velocity of tho wiud 
was 23 mi.©* an hour. 

Th© river f©ll -tcadilv all day. In the 
moraine at G:25 o’clock tbe gAuge at tbe 
head of tho canal showed a depth of 37 feet 
7 inches. At 2:25 p. m. it maraud 3d feet 1 
inch, aud at i):25 it indicated 33 f©et 4 
inches. The fail in fifteen hour* was 2 feet 3 
inches. Tue d©ptu of the water in th® chute 
on the fall* at B;25 o’clock wros *33 feet 4 
inches. 

THE RATION DEPOT. 

The Jefferson -street teliet station yesterday 
supplied 600 iamiiU'S. making a total of 
2,600 persons. Tne iuimb©r .-eem* to oe in¬ 
creasing ev©ry day, and new families are ad¬ 
ded to Hie list supplied with w ©k<y tickets.

The water bn* almost entirely disappeared 
from two-third# of tbe city, though in tho 
vicinity of Ohio and Indiana avenue* and at 
Ninth and Spring street# the water still 
stands, but will probab y run out by Mon¬ 
day. Last night .Spring street was passable 
as far n*» the south side of Court avenue, but 
from that poiul to Ninth street in places the 
water wa* two feet deep. The J.. M. and I. 
aud 0. and M. trains manage to ran up to 
the old Jeff freight depot through th® water. 
Tbe Jeff d*q ot at Ninth street can not be 
Ub©d lor several days yet. 

EveryImdy i» bu-y cleaning dp. The work 
of tuu flood in now mad© more appa.eut. 
There is hardly a fence left standing m any 
part of tho city w here t ho water w as 4 or o 
feet deep. Nearly every wood-* led aud out¬ 
house i* upturned and out of place. Tlie 
pavrmenG aud streets ate full of mud, 
but people go ahead resuming business 
with as much vim a* ever, aud it is evident 
that if tbe »ain-' enterpi i*usg ►pint in p©r 
sisted til, in a few months people will altuosl 
have forgotten that tbe flo.^d occurred. Tbe 
destruction of property is much greuter than 
last year. Uf enurwuo one cau hope that 
the Relief Committee will Ik* able to do any¬ 
thing in the way of repairing fence* or 
houses damaged by ttw water, and every 
property-owner must shift for himself and get 
ah*ng a» best he cau. Thera is «ttli nn enor¬ 
mous drain upon the commissary. Yesterday 
the up-t<«wn commissary issued oniors to 
40d families and the Spring street depart¬ 
ment 9.4J order-*, making about «i,0U<) rn- 
tious in all. Toe commih'sry at the corner 
of Mechanic and English *treet wa« shut 
d ttm permanently lii.st evening, and here¬ 
after thrr© will )*» only on® h*»us© where aid 
w||| b© given, that nt No. 23 Spring street, 
near Front. Ab<»ut a cut-Lad of provision* 
of various kiml* was recrive t yester¬ 
day from Indianapc,li#, Edinburg, bloom- 
ngtou, Sederaburg and other places. 
These will lie distributed next week. 
Tbe committee hnve determined not 
to give aid hereafter to any who are able 
to v.ork and will not work, it will l*e sev¬ 
eral d*.ya before those who live In the school- 
houses an*i court-hou*e will b® able to move 
back into their houses, and these must be 
cared for. There are still mote than 100 
persons in the Rose Hill scho d-house. There 
are sixteen of tho*.® sick, mostly women and 
children. After this week it h probable 
that nothing lurther will li© asked 
Mr. E. V. Stealey, Overseer of 
the Poor, has Issued a large suply of coal to 
tbe destitute and kept twenty teams busy 
yesterday. Nearly all of the manufac¬ 
turers are preparing to r-sumo on Monday; 
that i* they will clean up so as to be able to 
work a* so m a* possible.

The river is receding rapidly, having fallen 
three feet in the past 24 bmfH. The .tracks 
of the J., M. aud I. railroad were still 
covered with water from State to Ea#t Fifth 
street, but by morning will be free. The 
track* of the Air-liue railroad from State 
street west will be clear to-day and will be 
placed in order to resume the ruuuing of 
trains Monday. 

It is tbe general expression of every one 
that the damage by tbe flood this year, sup¬ 
plemented by the storm of Tuesday night, 
was three time* a* serious as that of last 
year. Wrerks of building* aud outbuildings 
ar® everywhere throughout the inundated 
districts. 

’1 he work of the Citizen* 1 Relief Committee 
goes on smoothly. Up to Thursday night 
the committee bad tamed 6,B04 ration* and 
138 loads of cool, and yesterday three days’ 
rations were issued to all whoapp ied. Near¬ 
ly one-half the demand for supplies comes 
fr»»m th© Fifth aud 8ixtb ward*. Th© com¬ 
mittee ha# promulgated tlie following order:

THE WATER 81 ILL CUKKPINQ UP OYER PADU¬ 
CAH. WITH THE TOWN NOW HALF Hi B- 
MERGED.

Paducah. Ky., Feb. 22. —Th® freshet has 
failed to reach its maximum height at this 
place, though tb® i is© has been on a gradual 
increase fur tho past three days. Th© stage 
is now 54 fed 4 inches, a ri*e of four inch©* 
in tho past 21 hours. But though the swell 
wa* eight inch©*, It had the effect of driving 
out of their homes at iea«t 20 more families 
who had remained to tbe la.*t moment. The 
swell, too. put more of tho place be¬ 
neath the water, and if it continues 
at the samo rat®, in less than ten 
day* Paducah will be in reality a second 
Venice. Over two-thirds of (ho limit# of 
the town and over a half of itu habitable part 
is under tho water, while th® r®*t, at the 
highest point, can hardlv be two and a half 
feet above the water’# level. It is reason 
aid© to hope, howuver, that tha beginning of 
t he end i* ncqr. Mod of tho churches and 
school-I iuum;* are filled with those driven out 
of their homes, and they nr® doing 
well. Those most likely to know 

pine® the number of destitute at 
2.U00 to-day, and th® Relief Committee 
find the caring for them no small job. To¬ 
day the Governor at relief boat. Cam® Caiil- 
well, return'd hero, and, under in»trurtiou», 
purchased 10,000 rutioim, and word ha# been 
received that HO.OOu more are coming by the 
boat from Louisville. Norfolk, Virginia, 
sent us $500, and a Cincinnati watch com¬ 
pany $200, which were accootud. An offer 
ol #500 from Louisville was declined, as also 
wras an inquiry from New York a* to what 
MS-OfttAuce i* wanted, the help already r® 
ceived being thought sufficient for all'piir- 
poe* and need. The people of Paducah and 
tlie country are doing their pan,and are loath 
to accept what they may be able through 
their owii effort# to do without. 

For the protection of property in tb© in¬ 
undated part# *>f the city the Bullitt Light 
infant rv 8tat© Guards are patrolling the city 
in connection with th© police, but so far 
tneir services Uav© not been needed, then- 
bavin thus far been but httl® thieving of 
any kind.

Igist evening Dr. Adolph Moses hnd a fair 
nudienc® at tb© Broadway Temple to hear 
the lecture on ’’Moral Courage.” Flaciug 
his watch on the pulpit to tuu® himself, he 
spoke, saying: 

* “Last Friday night I endeavored to ex¬ 
plain tbe wonderful effects of courage. By 
mean* of an imaginary panorama I pictured 
tb® mighty heroes of tbe past and pointed 
out their courageous deeds. I wa# stopped 
in tbe middle of my discourse; my time was 
out. Had 1 have continued then I would 
have said courage iu tho oldeu time bud 
stalked the earth scanning faces and 
picking out the fittest ones bad placed 
them in power to ieuU the masse-*, 
and thus men were taught toe lesson of obe- 
dieuce, often obeying in spite of inward pro¬ 
test#. Thus courage brought tho Semites 
from the mountains to the Mediterranean, 
led tho Israelite# from Egypt to conquer Ca¬ 
non n, brought tbe Anglo-Saxons across tbe 
seas to cause the lu iians to disappear. When 
l rallwd courage th© oldest vi«*tu®, there was 
a loud clatu r among th® other virtu*-*. 
Truth cried out that courage was not a vir¬ 
tue, but a mere instinct—a force that bull¬ 
dogs and tigers have, and pointed toPizzaro, 
the butcher, in Peru and ihe Spaniard-* in 
Mexico. * Ah,’said Courage, ’look at Soc¬ 
rates; I gave him courage to die for truth. 
So it ba* l»e*n with all truth heroes with my 
help.’ Truth embraced Courage and con- 
f©*»od. Faiib, denying Courage to be a vir¬ 
tu©. was jM>iuted to Elijah on Carmel. Jeremi¬ 
ah in bis dungeon, Paul at Athens and Rome, 
and the fail Id ul Lraelit©# giving up their 
homes in England. Franc®, Germany, Rus 
sia and Spain, marivre to trutu; yes. says 
faith, courage Is a virtue. Justice and bon- 
enty still doubting that courage U a virtue, 
are show*n tlie tempted business man whom 
courage has held aright. Last of all, charity 
and l°v© are conviuce 1 that courage is a vir¬ 
tu®, as they eee the engineer die at his po t 
to save his passengers. It is shown in the 
service of th© Sister of Charity on the battle¬ 
field, Florence Nightingale in a hospital. 
These have followed m®, say* courage, for 
without m© love and charity have no effect. 
This was in the olden time; but to-day, says 
courage. 1 nerve tne cnaritable to brave til© 
w inds and waters to aid th® sufferers around 
us. And thus I have ever led aud guided the 
good.” 

THE MOSAIC DISPENSATION. 

The sermon of Rabbi Myers last evening 
at tb® F.rst-street Temple was to prove that 
tbe Mosaic Dispensation was divinely in¬ 
spired. and his text was from I«aiah xxvi., 9, 
as follows; “For when Toy judgments de¬ 
scended on earth, the inhabitant® of tbe 
world learned righteousness.” He said, th® 
Revelation at Sinai i« immediately followed 
by tbe Divine direction to our great legis¬ 
lator, “Aud these nre the judgments which 
thou shale place before them.” Thi# dispen¬ 
sation could not have been composed by on© 
man, however intelligent, except by a 
holy inspiration, and could only emanate 
from Him who was what He is, and is what 
lie ever will be. Quoting especially from the 
Twenty-firet to the Twenty-third chapter 
cf Exodus, he said, tbe laws therein con¬ 
tained were an embodiment of justice, 
mercy, humanity nnd benevolence, and in 
thorn would b© found the un<U>rlying princi¬ 
ples upon which individual right* and na¬ 
tional law* wore based. 

Th© verbiage of some parages may be 
caviled at, but the peoplo of that ago were 
uncultivated und devoid of the finer mstincu 
which w© happily possess, and the word*, 
“eye for eye. tooth for tooth,” had a pre¬ 
ventive force and weight uiK>n them, which 
would not have bevu conveyed uor under¬ 
stood by any inw of compensation. “Ye 
shall not vex uor oppress tlie stranger” i® a 
beautiful sentiment. Our birth on different 
soil* or in different religiou# IWiefs ts a 
mere chance which we can not control, 
and consequently we ar® all foreigners to 
each other in the strict sense of thoworl. 
American* ar© all descendants of English, 
German, Duich, Polish or or her foreign par¬ 
entage, nnd therefore it i#n barl-ar*m» injus¬ 
tice to ©ntertaiti prejudice or lil-feeBng to a 
fellow-being on account of race, country or 
creed, being nil Irom on® common stock. 
Juduisru uckiiow 1 algt*^ no such distinction. 
It lucra.y require# u belief in the unity, n 
moral and upright life an i a practice* of th© 
golden rule to act Viward your fellow -man 
a* you would wUU him to act toward you.

The L and N. Ilailroad Company are On- 
isbing tho Inst of four powerful freight en¬ 
gines at th ir shop* iu ihU city. A reported 
called on Mr. Leeds, the Master Mechanic of 
the company, who courteously furnished the 
following facts and ligure*: 

"The engine now being completed is the 
last of four which havo been recently built 
by this company for ibe heavy freight iralttc 
of this road.

Anawtr— A railroad offl dal was asked to 
state to the Cour;cr-JouknaL, In response 
to this inquiry, why they consider the bill 
unwise. He replies: “In the first place, 
practical railroad men bare very little faith 
in th© efficacy of fence laws to accomplish 
the purpose* for which tliey are enacted. 
Experience induces them to btdiev© that 
when railroads are cloacly and cominuou'ly 
fence.! in, so far from such precaudon hav¬ 
ing the effect to prevent or even miuiimz© 
the destruction of live-stock by panting 
trams, it ba* a tendency to increase such loss. 
If tb© same duoipiine which is onforevd 
among railroad employes could l>o main¬ 
tained In respect to the farmers and the citi¬ 
zen* along the Hues of railroad*, it might bo 
pj*»bde to obtain in practice all th© theoreti¬ 
cal security which (e icmg suggests. But if 
u gn to should Iw left op*n, nnd such, 
it wilt not Ij© deni id, M the normal 
condition of th© maj «rdy of gate* in tb© 
country, or if by any cuse a breech in tho 
fence large euoug i to permit the iagi o s of 
catll© should Li© mail.-, the dinger is fur 
greater than if th© rued* remat» 
uninclosed. Tho ling line* of »ene® 
btcome, then, a trap from wh.cli 
there L no oscap© for t i©fi i; it u > t luim d«. 
Instead of rushing away from tue truck and 
tho linger, the/ dart wdJ y about ii tb© 
limited space to which they uro confined, and 
contiuually cr*rai the path of the oncoming 
train. Not only, under such condition*, is it 
almost abiolute.y certain that th© stock so 
entrapped will bo killed, but the hazard of 
far more serious accidents is vastly greater. 
There is far mas* danger of wrecking th© 
train and destroying human life, than under 


ordinary qJrcaroitancvs. Now such careless¬ 
ness os we have indicate I re in common that 
it may almost be termed the rule. Every on© 
knows tb*t on mnuy farm* gu es are Italdlu- 
ally l.*ft o(»en, even when valuable animals 
are thn* allow© 1 access to rulrni-i truck*. A 
fox-hunter, a tramp, a belated wayfarer or 
nociurn.ii wanderer, white «r black, dvdrous 
of taking a short cut, wilt often, with no ma¬ 
licious intent to w.irk rarerluef, but in sheer 
wautonnes* anil to avoid trouble, tear a 
plank out, or whip o it a knife and c it away 
a janel uf burbed-wtro foact, especially 
if he be sure that ho will never 
be detected. One such wanton or thought¬ 
less act may render in -ff -ctu il all the labor 
and expense of erecting the fencing. In 
such cases cattle are apt to congregate upon 
the railroad true* or w thin the inclosed 
spare in conoderabla number*. 

•'Another and most pcr lneut and sufficient 
objection to tho proposed laws to fen<m rail- 
ruad* is the euinnuu-cxpeiree to which the 
railroad* will be sabj -cled in order to carry 
them into effect, and thnt, too, within a very 
hrL-f time. Ill* estimated that to erect such 
fencing as either of the bbl* rejtorted from 
the Railroad Committee of tho Hous© would 
require, with the cjuromitiiit g»te«, cross¬ 
ing*, cattle-guard*, cto., for which they pro¬ 
vide, wid, if cither becomes a law. entail a 
first cost upon tho Louisville ana Na-livilJe 
Railroad Company of over $l,2OOJX)0, ami 
a maintenance fund to keep tiioin in re{»air 
of more than $1,000.(XKJ. Tn© exiwnso to 
Mr. Huntington’a raids—that i* to say, tho 
G. amt U., C.« O. and Soothwedein and 
Kentucky Central—il is computed wul i*e 
nearly $7*0,COO first mat, mil a cor¬ 
respondingly large in linteuance fund. 
A proiKM tinnat© ctret will 1»© bnpo-ei u|»o:i 
nil Lite otuer railroads i t the Slate, requiring 
a first cost, or duvet expm iiture within 
li months, of not !«•*» tiuu f3,0J0,0)D. 
Now tnre w ina iifestly imj ret an I unwree. 
It would l»e unfair, even if tn* railroads ha I 
not—ns in most casei iliey liuva dune—paid 
fur th© er©ctio:i of th© tir*t fences when they 
obtained their right* of way. There is no 
reason why fence* bet wren railroad line* 
and the farm* of contiguous land owner*, 

should nut l>e erected at tbelr joint expense, 
and it is not fair to impose the entire burden 
ou the roads. 

**But there is another consideration in 
which the public of tho State of Keutucky 
is largely interested. Such legislation will 
strike n death blow at railroad extension in 
Keutucky. We tlo not speok n*>w of ils of¬ 
fer t cut new roids and eapitnirets who hive 
not yet invented in our territory—although 
that is worthy of thought—but of tlie exret* 
©nt, e*tai l»iiwl road*, the lines already In 
not iv© operation. I f well inordinate ana, a* 
they deetn it. iwiless ex -rue Ikj Iniswl jm 
them, they will not have tl»o incani with 
which to construct more tml»i of road, and 
insgtit quit© ju-tly become dreco-iuged, if 
tftry hud the u»*an-. n

Bscreuu y of ths Faculty. 


Tbe asylum investigation, which was to 
be resumed yesterday morning, was post¬ 
poned till 1 o’clock in the afternoon on ac¬ 
count of a difficulty m securine stenog¬ 
raphers. ‘.When the appropriation was 
made for the investigation, it was stipulated 
that tbe short-band reporter was to be paid 
$7 50 a day. M**r*. Chas. Graham and 
Clarence Walker wore approachod by the 
committee to do this work, but they declined 
to do so for the compensation allowed. It is 
their usual practice to charge so much a 
page for their work, usually 50 cents, which 
amounts to much more. Upon stating this 
to the committee it was agreed to allow* 
them $10 a day, and 30 cents per 100 words 
for transcribing the testimony. It was sup¬ 
posed that the Legislature could be induced 
to make an additional appropriation, but 
this wa* not done, nnd yesterday morning 
Graham and Walker refused to continue 
working. A dtsputch w-as sent to Lieut. 
Gov. Hindman slating the status of affairs, 
aud the committee adjourned till the after¬ 
noon, when it was hoped that the matter 
could be adjusted. 

The evening before, Dr. Ramsey telegraphed 
from North Vernon, lnd., that bo and his 
wife were al that place, and if her deposition 
was desired by the committee it could be se¬ 
cured. Acting upon this Dr. Jefferson left 
for North Vernon, and after a long search 
succeeded in finding the Ramseys. A Notary 
Public w as secured at about 3 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning and her deposition was taken. 

I)r. Gale was notified of the telegram from 
Dr. Ramsey, but he concluded uot to accom¬ 
pany Dr. Jefferson on the trip. The Ramseys 
account for their aud ten departure by saying 
that Mrs. Raiusey wa* quite unwell and un¬ 
willing to go before the committee in her 
nervous condition.

One instance is tl.e ca*t> of Mary Growler, a pa 
tieut in tho third ward. 1 saw the attendant, 
>!ls* Lva Wagner, lave ter placed in a strut- 
Ja'-ket her head held in place by other patients, 
whils Miss Wagner ninced herself on the body of 
th’- said Mary trow ley and gave here towel b*th, 
hv placing a wet owel to her mouth and forcing 
it down her throat. 1 reported thl* to tbe Super¬ 
intendent, Dr. GjIc. He made no uutwer, nut 
wuUed into hie office without a word. Miss 
Wagner <wud this tva* a puaisbineut, fot tbe pa¬ 
tient had defle i her. 

Auo her ea-o eas that of Amelia Schwartz- 
welder She had ju«t arrived at ihe a<rlum, ami 
I wu» sent hy l«r. t* le to S'-e that sh • *si piop- 
erljf bulned. Alter the batu she refused to <*e 
dresaril. and r«r*»-te*l by holding herneif in a 
rigid position. Mian Eva Wagner wa* thn aiteml 
ant giving her the bath. Mi** Wagner attempt 
ed to place ner in a ebair to flni-h dreniug her. 
aud to accomplish tin* she struck her several 
blows noose tne ab Ionian. I corrected her. aud 
bhc replied that Dr. Gam hat ordered her to do 
tld*. and th it It eau hr them every time. I re¬ 
ported this to Dr. Kiiey and ids wi e. the Matron, 
ond al-o lo >*r. G»rr. rrenideut of toe Board of 
Cominisvioner-*. Dr. Kllcy and his wife laughed

Mie was attempting to get a drink of 
water, and she had neither bucket nor cup. and 
was utt* mptiuc to dnuk by placing ner hand an- 
dei the fawcet and conveying tho w<iter in her 
baud. 1 told Mi a Green, the attenuaut on tuia 
ward, and l toid her me second tuna, but site 
paid no attention. I reported mis to Dr. Clark, 
in Dr. Gale's absence, xn l be thanked me nnd 
said be would fee luto the matter at once. Dr. 
Clark sent word to me through Dr Ranuey that 
ho had laid tho matter before Dr. Gale, as 
bo had left instnu tUos for him to tA*e 
no action upon those ca*es in his ab¬ 
sence. Another ca»o In this ward was 
i hat of Hannah Jenkius. She was always sing¬ 
ing religious songs, winch was annoying, and I 
have se* n her frequently in a strait-jacket aud 
a pillow-case lied over her head, so that she was 
uunbic to alitg. 1 have ee-n ner head uad face 
terribly bruise-1 whieb she said was on accouut 
of the attendant striking her. 1 rr|tortod this to 
Mr*. Riley, the matron, who laughed 
On the morning i left 1 went as usual to see 
that the victual* Were properly cooked, and when 
1 went up to Mias Nanulo Green, who had a pan 
of potatoes, she walked away nnd threw the po¬ 
tatoes u*ide in a very rough manner. 1 reported 
this to Dr-Gale, who said that hewa**icksnd 
to wait until t is trouble (meaning the inveatiga 
tioni was over and he would see t-* thing* g 
1 never witnessed a case of ducking; but Mrs. 
and Miss Colber told me of tneir as>i*ung in one. 
This ducking was done hy Miss Gre-n and Miss 
\\ uglier, and Miss Colber was present, but not 
assisting The patient was Mrs Drencher, of 
ward 4. Dr. Riley was present, aud It wna done

At our time I was asked hy the l*residi-nt of 
the Hoard of Commissioners in regard to the du¬ 
ties of tbe matron, aud 1 stated the i, as now, 
that for the first six month* 1 wu» there I never 
knew of her being in tne female ward. Since 
theu she ho* been in the wards occasionally, 
she paid no attention to the -irk patients or 
clothing. >Vhen 1 male reports to her of ill 
treatment and neglect of attendant she simply 
laugheJ ami made no reply. 

1 have seen Dr. Riley nndur the influence of liq¬ 
uor many tune*, and on one occasion l remember 
of hi* wife on one night calling up Dr. Ramsey, 
an 1 u hen Dr. Ram-a.*) returned he salJ that Dr. 
Riley complained of seeing snakes every time he 
closed his eye* He wo* confined to his room for 
s-v«rrol days after this. I have frequently mh>ii 
him drink w.d-kv in the drug store and give it to 
1 hi* employes. I nave h-nrd Dr. Kainsey com 
[ plum fi equently of the irregular prescriptions 
sriit him ana signed by Dr. Riley for whisky. 
Till* l* the reason Dr. Riley is liked so well by 
j uiauy of tin* employes. Personally, Dr. hlley 
has treated 'ery gent umauly and politely. 
A* to Dr.Gale I have very little lo any,oilier than 
he is very rotLrh aud unfeeling, and i* not a 

r roper perom to be in charge of tbe insane At 
•«st ba is not to be compared to Dr. Forbes, the 
former Superintendent, who was a true gentle¬ 
man.

THE RAMSEYS SENT KOR AGAIN. 

Before h aving, Mr. Russell, attorney for 
the Coanni«tftoiu.T*, stated to tbe committee 
that it was very much desired to have 
Mn*. Ramsey testify before them. 
Her deposition had been entirely ex- 
pnrte. there having been no opportu¬ 
nity to rnw-examine her. If the committee 
would select <oine one to go to North Vernon 
and }n.*r»uade the Hatnseys to return, tbe 
exprinieH of that person aud the witne-ises 
would be defrayed. Mr. Russell said that 
hi* client* bad determined to do this, but 
thought it bc*t lo acquaint the cotucnittce 
with their action. They would much prefer 
that the man to go bo named by the com¬ 
mittee. 

Alter consideration, .Senator Martin an¬ 
nounced that, while the committee was per- 
tectly willing to betvc the Ramseys brought 
bank to taatify, vet the;- th-ught tbev had 
•lone all that could be justly asked of* then* 
in the investigation. For this reason they 


must decline to send anyone. If Mr. Hus 
sell’s clients chese to send after tho witnesses 
tbev could do so, but the committee must 
dec line to nnaie a man. 

Mr. Russell and Dr. Gale acquiesced in 
this decision, but announced that they would 
spnre no efforts to bring the Ramseys ttack. 

It was agreed that Mr. Kay, tho clerk of 
tho committee, be Mtlectod to seo if they 
could be induced to return. They can not 
be compelled to do so by law. 

MEAL ESTATE. 

Condition of the Trade In the City—Talks 
M Ith Hester*. 

Yesterday a reporter called on several real- 
estate dealers in the city to glean a few facts 
regarding the busino.-ui outlook. Mr. South- 
wick, of the firm of Meddis & Southwick. re¬ 
ports transactions very few and unimport¬ 
ant. He attribute* the dullness in a great 
measure to tbe inclemency of the weather.
